ACCORD REACHED 
ON OPA, OWI FUNDS 


House Agrees to 155 Mil- 
lion for Price Office

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Congress agreed today to kill the 
National Youth Administration. 

The decision to end the agency 
which was created eight years ago 
@s a work relief organization came 
when the Senate accepted by a 39- 
to-34 vote a House demand that 
NYA be given only three millions 
to finance its liquidation at the 
end of 1943. Originally, the Sen- 


ate had voted the agency $48,800,- 
000 to continue operation for the 
fiscal year ending next June 30. 
The argument of Senator Tru- 
man (Dem.); Missouri, of the Sen- 
ate’s War Investigating Commit- 
tee that NYA’s program of train- 
ing youths for war industry work 
is “absolutely essential” failed to 
save the agency. Opponents of 
NYA, including Representative 
Short (Rep.), Missouri, had con- 
tended NYA was inducing youths 
to leave farms for work in ship- 
yards and was engaged jn, “silly, 


The provision abolishing NYA 
was written into a $1,136,000,000 
appropriation bill for labor-secur- 
ity programs. Agreement of the 
House and Senate on the NYA 
amendment brought the two 
houses a long step nearer final ac- 
cord on the appropriation measure, 
one of a group of big money bills 
to supply funds for the fiscal year 
started three days ago and over 
which Congress has been in dis- 
pute. 

Compromises on OPA, OWI. 

Acting in another Senate-House 
dispute, the House agreed to a 
compromise which gives the Of- 
fice of Price Administration 155 
millions an dthe Office of War In- 
branch $2,- 
750,000. 

The funds for OPA were 22 mil- 
lions less than the amount ap- 
proved by the Senate, but 25 mil- 
lions higher than the previous 
House figure. The compromise on 
OWl's allotment constituted a re- 
duction of $811,000 from. the 
Senate-approved grant for that 
agencys domestic branch. The 
House had proposed to strip OWI 
of all funds for its domestic 
branch. All in all, the OWI’s ap- 
propriation for foreign and domes- 
tic work under the -compromise 
amounted to $33,155,993. The 
money for OWI and OPA is con- 
tained in the $2,900,000,000 war 
agencies bill.

BALTIMORE, July 3 (AP).—The 
Liberty ship George M. Cohan, 
named for the man whose “Over 
There” inspired the nation in the 
last World War, will be launched 
at the Bethlehem-Fairfield ship- 
yards here tomorrow, 

On hand to do the job right will 
be Cohan’s lifelong friend, Eddie 
Cantor, Cantor’s wife, Ida, and at 
least one of “the girls.” Eddie 
won't sing “Yankee Doodle Dandy,” 
one of Cohan’s “flag wavers,” be- 
cause that’s reserved for the mili- 
tary band which will play it as the 
10,500-ton cargo vessel begins mov- 
ing down the ways. 

However, Cantor will lead the 
thousands of shipyard workers 
who will stop work long enough to 
pay tribute to Cohan in the sing- 
ing of “Over There” and “It’s a 
Grand Old Flag.” 

One of Eddie’s daughters, Mar- 
jorie, will sponsor the vessel.

CONGRESS DELAYS RECESS 
PROBABLY FOR A WEEK 


Summer Vacation Put Off Due to 
Press of Appropriation 
Bills. 

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Congress gave up the idea of leav- 
ing today for a summer recess, 
and Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, said, “It looks like now 
we'll get away from ‘here next 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday or

The congressional vacation was 
delayed by a jam of appropriation 
bills, running into billions of dol- 
lars, which failed of passage by 
the beginning of the new fiscal 
year July 1.

Dr. Ludwig O. Muench filed suit 
yesterday to divorce Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench, chief figure in the 
celebrated Muench baby hoax. The 
suit was filed in Franklin County 
Circuit Court at Union, Dr. Muench 
was released recently from a Fed- 
eral prison, where he served nearly 
six years of an eight-year sentence 
for his part in the hoax,

Dr. Muench has been living in

Dr. Muench had stood by his 
fiery, red-haired wife throughout 
the numerous trials which followed 
exposure of the hoax by the 
Post-Dispatch, with the result that 
he not only was sent to prison but 
lost his means of livelihood.

NEW YORK, July 3 (AP).— 
Eighty-nine economists agree that 
Federal taxes must be increased 
sharply and that compulsory sav- 
ings should be enacted at once. 

Neither is a particularly new 
idea, but the fact that 89 econ- 
omists, most of them specialists 
in the fields of public finance, 
money and, business cycles, can 
agree on a program to combat in- 
flation—even a brief four-point 
program—is something. 

Prof. Frank D. Graham of 
Princeton, with the help of Prof. 
Albert Gailord Hart of Iowa State 
College, sent a memorandum on 
“Adequate War Taxation,” collated 
the replies and drew up recom- 
mendations to which 89 of those 


who replied could subscribe. 
45 Billion In Taxes. 

The Federal tax bill is approxi- 
mately 33 billion dollars. In the 
memorandum which started the 
discussions, the suggestion was 
made that the annual rate should 
be at least 45 billions. This does 
not appear.in..the._final recom- | 
mendation of the 89 eco ats, 
and Graham said that was mainly 
because so many of them felt that 
the figure should be still higher. 

Here ia the “program for ade- 
quate war taxation to round out 
the anti-inflation. program”: 

“1. The Federal revenue sys- 
tem should be adjusted immed- 
iately to yield much greater 
revenue, 

“2. To allow for possible under- 
estimation of the inflationary 
pressure existing in 1949fand for 
the nearly certain increase of 
inflationary pressure, provision 
should be made for increasing 
tax revenue on short notice. 

“3. The great bulk of the addi- 
tional revenue should be raised 
by increased taxation of net in- 
comes of individuals and fam- 
ilies; and most of the increase. 
must of necessity come from in- 
comes between $1500 and $10,- 
000, since this is where most of 
the national income lies. 

“4. We recommend substantial 
use of refundable levies (com- 
pulsory loans) as a means of 
taking excess spending power off 
the market during the war with 
a minimum adverse effect on 
incentives to work, and as a 
means of providing a backlog of 
postwar spending power without 
the danger that it will simply 
burn itself up in a burst of ill- 
timed spending at the return of 
peace.” 

Four signers of the recommen- 
dations plan to present the pro- 
gram to Congress. In addition to 
Graham and Hart, they are Prof.

Casualties of the armed forces 
since the outbreak of the war now 
total 91,644, 

The Office of War Information 
said tonight this included 16,696 
dead, 21,828 wounded, 31,579 miss- 
ing and 21,541 prisoners of war. 
The total is about 800 greater than 
the 90,860 announced June 24. 

Army casualties total 64,621, di- 
vided as follows: Killed, 8533; 
wounded, 17,094; missing, 21,046; 
prisoners of war, 17,948. Of the 
wounded 6268 have returned to ac- 
tive duty or have been released 
from hospitals. The Army casual- 
ties include 12,506 Philippine 
scouts. Of these 481 were killed, 
743 wounded and the remainder are 
presumed to be prisoners of war.

LONDON, July 3 (AP).—Carrier 
and land-based planes, teaming to

few weeks ago.” 

Second Big Victory. 

Today’s announcement followed 
one two weeks ago saying that 
British naval and air units had 
beaten off “one of the fiercest and 
most sustained offensives ever 
mounted by U-boats,” sinking from 
two to five submarines and dam- 
aging others in a five-day running 
battle.

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
American warships lying in wait 
pounced on a Japanese naval force 
which tried to ghell Rendova Is- 
land and drove off the attackers, 
the Navy disclosed today. ; 

This fight, started by three en- 
emy light cruisers and four de 
stroyers, was the first brush be- 
tween American and Japanese sea 
squadrons in the current Allied of- 
fensive. It might culminate in @ 
major sea battle if the Japanese 
threw more and more units into 
their efforts to stem the offensive.

No Mention of Naval Damage. 

The Japanese thus were trying to 
accomplish with naval vessels un- 
der the cover of darkness what 
they had failed entirely to do by 
heavy air attack on the day the 
Army landed on Rendova. At that 
time they lost 101 planes of a force 
estimated at more than 110. What 
damage they may have suffered 
in the sea skirmishes was not re- 
ported here. 

All the communique said was: 
“On July 3 (Saturday Solomons 
time) during the night, a Japanese 
force consisting of three light 
cruisers and four destroyers at- 
tempted to shell United States po- 
,sitions on Rendova Island. United 
States surface craft replied to the 
bombardment and the enemy ships 
retired in short order. No further 
details have been received.” 

The sea action was reminiscent, 
except in outcome of that which 
marked the first hours of the 
American invasion of Guadalcanal.

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Congress agreed today to kill the 
National Youth Administration. 

The decision to end the agency 
which was created eight years azo 
as a work relief organization came 
when the Senate accepted by a 39- 
to-33 vote a House demand that 
NYA be given only three millions 
to finance its liquidation at the 
end of 1943. Originally, the Sen- 
ate had voted the agency $48,800,- 
000 to continue operation for the 
fiscal year ending next June 30. 

The argument of Senator Tru- 
man (Dem.), Missouri, of the Sen- 
ate’s War Investigating Commit- 
tee that NYA’s program of train- 
ing youths for war industry work 
is “absolutely essential” failed to 
gave the agency. Opponents of 
NYA, including Representative 
Short (Rep.), Missouri, had con- 
tended NYA was inducing youths 
to leave farms for work in ship- 
yards and was engaged in “silly, 
crazy, cock-eyed” mctivities,«.« 

The provision abolishing NYA 
was written into a $1,136,000,000 
appropriation bill for labor-secur- 
ity programs. Agreement of the 
House and Senate on the NYA 
amendment brought the two 
houses a long step nearer final ac- 
cord on the appropriation measure, 
one of a group of big money bills 
to supply funds for the fiscal year 
started three days ago and over 
which Congress has been in dis- 
pute. 

Acting in another Senate-House 
dispute, the House agreed*to a 
compromise which gives the Of- 
fice of Price Administration 155 
millions and the Office of War In- 
formation domestic branch $2,- 
750,000. 

The funds for OPA were 22 mil- 
lions less than the amount ap- 
proved by the Senate, but 25 mil- 
lions higher than the previous 
House figure. The compromise on 
OWl's allotment constituted a re- 
duction of $811,000 from the 
Senate-approved grant for that 
agencys domestic branch. The 
House had proposed to strip OWI 
of all funds for its domestic 
branch. All in all, the OWI’s ap- 
propriation for foreign and domes- 
tic work under the compromise 
amounted to $33,155,993. The 
money for OWI and OPA is con- 
tained in the $2,900,000,000 war 
agencies bill.

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Congress gave up the idea of leav- 
ing today for a summer recess, 
and Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, said, “It looks like now 
we'll get away from here next 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday or 
Saturday.”

Muench obtained a new-born in- 
fant and sought to palm it off as 
her own and that of a wealthy 
St. Louis physician, or to her pres- 
ent imprisonment in the Federal 
Reformatory for Women, Alder- 
son, W. Va., where she is serving 
a 10-year term for mai] fraud in 
the hoax. 

Assertions General.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 3 (AP).— 
The Allied assault on Italy’s mili- 
tary airfields rose to a new peak 
of fury yesterday when heavy and 
medium American bombers from 
North Africa and the Middle East 


swung across by daylight to pound 
four important bases on Sicily and 
the Italian mainland. 

A few hours earlier heavy Brit- 
ish night bombers had poured tons 
of bombs on Palermo and Catania, 
Sicily, and Cagliari, on Sardinia. 

The attack on Palermo was 
termed “heavy and successful,” 
with two-ton blockbusters heading 
the destruction. 

In what a United States com- 
munique described as “a sudden 
intensification of the attack,” near- 
ly 100 four-engined Liberators of 
the Middle East command 
swarmed over the “heel” of Italy 
to drop more than 200 tong of 
bombs on Axis airdromes at L 4 
Grottaglie and San Pancrazio—all 
within the aerial defense zone pro- 
tecting the big Italian naval base 
at Taranto, 

Biggest Liberator Raid. 

It was the biggest offensive ac- 
tion yet put on by Liberators of 
the Cairo command, Mree bomb- 
ers were lost as German and Ital- 
ian fighters rose to defend their 
home fields, but 12 Axis planes 
were destroyed. 

Dispersal areas at all three air- 
dromes were blanketed with frag- 
mentation bombs, direct hits were 
scored on hangars and runways 
and bursts were seen. throughout 
the target areas, a communique 
said. At Lecce bursts of smoke 
covered the field, indicating hits 
on grounded aircraft, and at least 
two were destroyed at Grottaglie, 
the announcement said.

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
A new administrative dispute was 
dumped on the White House door- 
step today when I. L. Sharfman, 
chairman of the Railroad Emer- 
gency Board, turned down flatly 
Stabilization Director Fred M. 
Vinson’s request that the board re- 
consider its recommenadtion for 
an §8-cent-an-hour wage increase 
for non-operating railway em- 
ployes. 

Sharfman told Vinson in a let- 
ter that he was without authority 
to reconvene the board.

Sharfman, professor of econom- 
ics at the University of Michigan, 
is not a Government employe. 
Under the Railway Mediation Act, 
special boards are appointed to 
consider labor disputes and report 
to the President.

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
Authority for payment of up to 525 
million dollars in subsidies between 
now and Jan. 1 was :ecommended 
today by the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee after a three-hour closed 
session with War Mobilization Di- 
rector Byrnes and other high ad- 
ministration officials. 

The authority would be limited 
‘to that sum by an amendment to 
a House-approved resolution re 
newing the life of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation for six months 
and increasing its borrowing pow- 
er from $2,650,000,000 to three bil- 
lion. 

The House approved the resolu- 
tion after sustaining President 
Roosevelt's veto of an_ earlier 
measure which wou!d have prohib-, 
ited any subsidy payments to roll | 
back the price of food. { 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, spon 
sor of the amendment limiting sub- 
sidy payments for the rest of the 
year to 525 million, pointed out 
that the language of the provision 
did not restrict roll-back pay- 
ments which have been made to 
‘processors under the administra- 
tion's subsidy plan reducing but- 
ter and meat prices. 

Taft Confident of Approval. 

Apparently confident of its ap- 
proval when called up in the Sen- 
ate Monday, Taft said he felt sure 
it satisfied Price Administrator 
Prentiss M. Brown and Secretary 
of Commerce Jesse Jones, both of 
whom attended the meeting. Jones 
was there to represent the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. 

The Taft amendment won com- 
mittee approval by a vote of 7 to 4, 
after defeat of a much more re- 
strictive proposal by Senators 
O’"Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, and 
Butler (Rep.), Nebraska. The 
O'Mahoney - Butler amendment 
would have set a limit of 175 mil- 
lion on food subsidies and stipu- 
lated that they could be paid only 
to producers, not merchants or 
middlemen.

KNOX CALLS PACIFIC FIGHTING 
GREATEST IN NAVAL HISTORY 


Says Japs Lost More in One Action 
Off Guadalcanal Than Ger- 
mans at Jutland. 

HAWTHORNE, Nev. July .3 
(AP). — Secretary of the Navy 
Frank Knox described action in 
the Southwest Pacific in recent 
months as the “greatest naval cam- 
paign ever waged by man.” 

In one Guadalcanal] action alone, 
he told military personnel and ci- 
villian workers at the naval ammu- 
nition depot today, the Americans 
sank more Japanese warships than 
the Germans lost in the battle of 
Jutland, (The Germans lost six 
cruisers and five destroyers at Jut- 
land.

TO BE CONTINUED, OPA SAYS 


Larger Allotment Possible, but Im- 
ports Might Suddenly Be 
Curtailed, He Explains. 
WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
An increase in the nation’s coffee 
stockpile may permit the granting 
of a larger ration, an Office of 
Price Administration spokesman 
said tonight, but he added that 
there was no immediate prospect 

of lifting all rationing controls. 
The stockpile has grown vir- 
tually to prewra levels, he said, 
but emphasized that the possibil- 
ity that imports might be curtailed 
at any time would make it inad- 
visable to lift all ration restric- 
tions. The present ration is one 
pound every three weeks.

SENATORS URGE

Committee Recommends

WASHINGTON, July $ (AP).—A 
special Senate committee today 
recommended centralization of au- 
thority over all petroleum products 
in the Petroleum Administrator for 
war and urged that the Midwest 
be put under the same tight gaso- 
line restrictions as the East.

Better utilization of railroad 
tank cars, lake tankers and barges 
to transport more oil products 
from the Midwest to the East 
coast. 

Expediting the completion of the 
24-inch and 20-inch pipe lines to 
the Atlantic seaboard. 

Boost in Oil Prices. 

An increase in the price of crude 
oil to spur discovery of new fields 
and encourage production from ex- 
isting sources. 

Greater use of the New York 
Barge Canal and the Hudson 
River waterway system to handle 
petroleum products. 

Simplified fuel oil rationing regu- 
lations, with a straight percentage 
cut substituted for the present 
complicated formula, 

A complete overhaul of the gaso- 
line rationing system, with a time 
limit on the validity of coupons. 

A co-ordinator for every locality 
to assure that essential gasoline 
and fuel oil users are supplied 
with their rationed requirements. 

Stamping out of black markets 
in gasoline. 

“Plan for Worst, Hope for Best.” 

“We must plan for the worst and 
hope for the best,” the committee 
said. 

Oil and gasoline shortages along

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

AN ADVANCED AIR BASE IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 3 (AP).— 
Accelerating operations week by 


week, Maj. Gen. James H. Doo- 
little’s Strategic Air Force has 
plastered some 85 areas of Sar- 
dinia, Sicily and Italy with many 
thousands of tons of bombs in the 
aerial campaign against the under- 
belly of Europe. 

Flying Fortresses, Mitchells, Ma- 
rauders, Wellingtons and fighter- 
bombers were disclosed today to 
have cast about $2,500,000 worth of 


explosives upon the Italian islands 
and mainland in the last seven 
weeks. 

Air supremacy gained months 
ago has been increased to the 
point where Allied planes operate 
at will with nominal losses, Dis- 
ruption of railroad operations— 
proved by reconnaissance photo 
graphs—has been brought about 
on Sicily and Sardinia and in Italy 
south of Naples. Every important 
seaport within reach has been hit 
hard and shipping attacked s0 
thoroughly that Italian vessels 
within range now prefer to move 
under cover of darkness. 


Air Program in Second Phase. 

The consistent bombardment is 
the second phase of a long-range 
program, the first objective of 
which was to cut off Axis supplies 
to Tunisia. The outstanding suc- 
cess of the airmen in achieving 
this aim was an important contri- 
bution to the Allied victory. 

Since the middle of May opera- 
tions generally have been directed 
against lines of communication, 
the enemy air forces and Italy’s 
industries. The command feels 
that its crews have done a satis- 
factory job, basing the judgment 
entirely on accomplishments. 

The destruction of hundreds of 
German and Italian planes has 
forced a large turnover of enemy 
aircraft. 

Widespread damage has been 
done to at least six important 
Italian rail centers, slowing down 
the southward movement of sup- 
plies. The raids have created tem- 
porary chaos at times in Naples. 


347 Axis Vessels Hit. 

Attacks on Italian shipping since 
the start of the North African 
campaign have caused the destruc- 
tion of 97 Axis vessels, including 
61 merchant ships, the 10,000-ton 
cruiser Trieste and the 3200-ton 
cruiser Bari, which was obsolete 
and inactive. 

Damage has been inflicted on ap- 
proximately 250 vessels, among 
them at least one 35,000-ton Italian 
battleship of the Littorio class and 
a 10,000-ton heavy cruiser. 

Pattern bombing from medium 
altitudes is being applied, with a 
success which airmen regard as 
tremendous, to industrial areas. 
High altitude precision bombing is 
used with notable results against 
such specific targets as torpedo 
factories, arsenals, refineries and 
air depots, , 

The planes are making wide use 
of general purpose bombs ranging 
upward to 4000 pounds and are 
battering personnel and materiel, 
especially grounded aircraft, with 
fragmentation bombs which ex- 
plode into thousands of lethal steel 
squares. 

Co-ordinated Operations. 

Bombers and fighters based at 
Malta and in the Middle East are 
supplementing the North African 
based planes. Operations of the 
forces are co-ordinated, 

Palermo, the capital and main 
seaport of Sicily, has been hit 
hardest to date, receiving more 
than 1000 tons of bombs since De- 
cember. Because it served as an 
embarkation point for Tunisia- 
bound ships, the port and installa- 
tions have been severely damaged. 
Two nearby cities, Trapani and 
Marsala, received the same treat- 
ment for the same reason. 

The bombers also caused great 
damage to the principal port of 
Cagliari in Sardinia, smearing it 
with more than 750 tons of steel 
and explosives. They destroyed 
the shipping berth at Olbia, alter- 
nate seaport on the northeastern 
side of the island.

In Italy, reconnaissance shows 
sizeable damage at Concelo, site of 
one of the country’s most impor- 
tant air supply depots; at Foggia, 
principal Italian base of the Ger- 
man air force reserve fighters; at 
Grosseto, at Capo di Chino, at 
Pomigliano, which has an aircraft 
factory. 

Rail movements to Southern 
Italy have been disrupted by a 
series of raids on Leghorn, Foggia, 
Naples, Salerno and Battipagha. 
With the switch yards at Foggia 
damaged, east coast traffic south 
on the main line has been halted, 
and with junctions and sidings in 
other cities hit, every line leading 
to the toe of the Italian boot has 
been damaged. 

The bombardment of Méssina 
and Catania in Sicily tied up traf- 
fic at that island’s two most im- 
portant rail centers, and attacks 
on Chilivani in North Central Sar- 
dinia played hob with rail traffic/{ 
at the junction of the most im- 
portant cross-island lines. 

Italy’s industry suffered the 
heaviest at Naples where recent 
reconnaissance showed damage to 
nearly every factory of military im- 
portance, including the torpedo 
works the royal arsenal. Leg- 
horn’s large refinery likeWise was 
knocked out. 

Flying Fortresses have done vir- 
tually all the long-range precision 
work, normally bombing from well 
over 20,000 feet. Wellingtons oper- 
ating by night and Mitchells and 
Marauders flying by day have been 
used at low and medium altitudes 
against large ground targets best 
dealt with by pattern bombing. 
Lightnings, much like the Ger- 
man Focke-Wulf 190 in allround 
usefulness, have proven excellent 
escorts for both heavy and medium 
bombers, and also have been sent 
out to do bombing, strafing and 
reconnaissance. Warhawk escorts 
of medium bombers spent extra 
hours strafing forts, barracks, 
bridges, tunnels, depots, power sta- 
tions, dams, airports, locomotives, 
trains, siips and industrial targets. 


POPE PIUS IN NEW ENCYCLICAL 
PLEADS FOR UNITY IN CHURCH 


BERN, Switzerland, July 3 (AP). 
—The Osservatore Romano pub- 
lished today the text of a new 
encyclical by Pope Pius which 
warned against “false mysticism,” 
pleaded for the unity of men in 
the church, and called on them to 
love one another. 

The encyclical was addressed to 
the Catholic Church on the occa- 
sion of the Pope’s Twenty-fifth 
anniversary of consecration as a 
bishop and consisted of 60 pages 
headed “Mistic Corporis.” It was 
dated June 29, the feast day of 
Saints Peter and Paul.

OWI Places Army Losses 
at 64,621, Navy, Marine

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Casualties of the armed forces 
since the outbreak of the war now 
total 91,644. 

The Office ef War Information 
said tonight this included 16,696 
dead, 21,828 wounded, 31,579 miss- 
ing and 21,541 prfsoners of war. 
The total is about 800 greater than 


the 90,860 announced June 24. 

Army casualties total 64,621, di- 
vided as follows: Killed, 8533; 
wounded, 17,094; missing, 21,046; 
prisoners of war, 17,948. Of the 
wounded 6268 have returned to ac- 
tive duty or have been released 
from hospitals. The Army casual- 
ties include 12,506 Philippine 
scouts. Of these 481 were killed, 
743 wounded and the remainder are 
presumed to be prisoners of war. 

Navy casualties totaled 27,023 as 
follows: Dead, 8163; wounded, 
4734; missing, 10,533; prisoners of 
war, 3593. 

The Navy casualties were divided 
as’ follows: 

Navy—Dead, 6293; wounded, 2265; 
missing, 9389; prisoners of war, 
1855; total, 19,802. 

Marine Corps — Dead, 1688;

Lieut. Charles B. Hall of Brazil,

The attack on Castelvetrano was 
the first mission by medium bomb- 
ers of the Northwest African Tac- 
tical Air Force since the fall of 
Pantelleria Island June 11. 

The R, A. F.’s slow but depend- 
able Wellingtons achieved spectac- 
ular results in their night blow at 
Palermo, one of Sicily’s most vital 
ports. 

“High explosives, including sev- 
eral 4000-pounders and incendia- 
ries, were dropped on the mar- 
shailing yards,” a report said. 
“When one stick of bombs burst 
on the sidings there was a series 
of brilliant blue flashes. Other 
bombs fell near oil tanks north 
of the harbor. Cagliari in Sar- 
dinia also was attacked, and all 
bombs were reported to have land- 
ed in the target area.” 

R. A. F. fighters from Malta 
were reported to have joined in 
yesterday's daylight onslaught on 
Sicily and to have destroyed two 
German fighters.

BURMA BOMBED ON 23 DAYS 
IN JUNE WITHOUT U. $. LOSS 


NEW DELHI, July 3 (AP). — 
Heavy and medium American 
bombers flew through heavy mon- 
soon weather to pound Japanese 
targets in Burma on 23 days dur- 
ing June, Maj. Gen. Clayton L, Bis- 
sell said today. 

The commander of the United 
States Tenth Air Force said the 
Americans suffered no casualties 
and lost no planes and the Japa- 
nese made no attempt to intercept 
them.

ADMIRAL HOOVER

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, July 
3 (AP).— Vice Admiral John H. 
Hoover, commandant of the Tenth 
Naval District, has gone to Mar- 
tinique to confer with Admiral 
Georges Robert, French High Com- 
missioner for the Antilles, on the 
latter’s offer to arrange terms for 
a “change of French authority,” 
it was disclosed here tonight. 

While Hoover's visit may be the 
first step in a series to swing the 
islands of Martinique and Guade- 
loupe into the Allied camp, he is 
acting merely as an observer for 
the State and Navy Departments.

The Senate War Investigating Com- 
mittee called today for a definition 
now of postwar American rights to 
the use of air fields and other mili- 
tary installations built by the Unit- 
ed States in all parts of the world. 

Outlining a six-point program 
for investigations by two. members 
‘who will make an around-the-world 
inspection trip of American fight- 
ing forces and their equipment, the 
committee said in a report: 

“The time to obtain equitable 
settlements of our postwar rights 
to use air fields and other proper- 
ties built and paid for by us is now. 

“It is especially important that 
the Congress acquaint itself now 
with the arrangements which are 
being made abroad in the name of 
the United States by numerous 
representatives of the many special 
agencies authorized to expend 
funds and distribute American 
property. The time to correct mis- 
takes is now.” 

The committee announced {t had 
directed Senators Mead (Dem.), 
New York, and Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, who will accompany Sena- 
tors Russell (Dem.), Georgia, Chan- 
dler (Dem.), Kentucky, and Lodge 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, representing 
the Military Committee, on a world- 
girdling flight in an Army bomber, 
to report on their return on these 
factors: 

1. Transportation and supply by 
sea, air, highway and rail. 

2. Landing facilities in foreign 
areas developed by the United 
States and the rights of this coun- 
try in those facilities now and in 
the postwar period. 

3. Administrative activities in 
foreign fields outside military lines 
and particularly any confusion of 
function therein. 

4. Arrangements for the distri- 
bution of American supplies among 
civilian populations, 

5. Quality and conditions of re- 
pair and replacement parts, includ- 
ing engines received from the 
United States, and quantity or per- 
centage found unuseable by reason 
of faulty manufacture.

Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, red- 
haired high light of Missouri State 
and Federal criminal courts in the 
throbbing thirties, was made a de- 

‘fendant yesterday in divorce court. 

Dr. Ludwig O. Muench, who 
stuck to her through a kidnaping 
trial and became accessory to the 
baby hoax and mail fraud for 
which both were sent to Federal 
prisons, filed the suit in Franklin 
County Circuit Court at Union, 
Mo. He has been living in Wash- 
ington, Franklin Coynty, since his 
release from Terre Haute Peniten- 
tiary, June ~ er serv’ ~ nearly 
six years of an eight-year sentence. 
Mrs. Muench, sentenced for 10 
years, is still in the Reformatory 
for Women at Alderson, W. Va. 

The petition was withdrawn 
from the files soon after being 
preser‘-4 at the courthouse by Dr. 
Muench’s lawyer, George B. Calvin 
of Washington. Court attaches 
who saw the petition said it con- 
tained only general allegations of 
indignities. About the most se- 
rious charges made in the peti- 
tion, as the clerks ~ccalled, were 
that Mrs. Muench had been ex- 
travagant, and that she no longer 
cared for her husband. 

No Mention of Baby Hoax. 

There was no mention, they said, 
of the fantastic scheme exposed 
by the Post-Dispatch, in which 
Mrs. Muench obtained a newborn 
infant, son of an unwedded Penn- 
sylvania housemaid, and sought to 
palm it off as her child, and to 
obtain money from Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman, wealthy St. Louis phy- 
sician, to whom she represented 
that he was the child’s father. Nor 
was there mention of Dr. Muench’s 
own loss of his means of liveli- 
hood, through revocation of his li- 
cense to practice medicine, by the 
State Board of Health in 1937, be- 
cause he signed the false birth cer- 
tificate naming his wife as the in- 

. fant’s mother. 


Never Gave Birth to Child. 


When Mrs. Muench confessed to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, after her 
mail fraud conviction, that she 
had never given birth to a child, 
Dr. Muench, declaring he had just 
learned all the facts in the case, 
said: “When I look back at the 
distraught and disordered mental 
state of Mrs. Muench, I can under- 
stand how this did happen. Under 
the circumstances I considered it 
my duty as a husband to stand by 
. her in her great trouble.” 


The scheme was concocted when 
Mrs. Muench was awaiting trial, 
with others, for the kidnaping of 
Dr. Isaac Dee Kelley, wealthy St. 
Louis physician. One of the mo- 
tives for the hoax was to arouse 
sympathy in advance of the kid- 
naping trial, which resulted in her 
acquittal. 


Other Main Figures. 


The two other main figures in 
the hoax were Wilfred Jones and 
Mrs. Helen Berroyer, now Mrs. 
Harold Meyers, who was released 
from the Alderson Reformatory in 
1940 after she had served three 
and a half years of a five-year 
sentence for her part in the mail 
fraud. Jones, a lawyer, now dis- 
barred, who was the baby broker 
in the case, got a 10-year sen- 
tence and is still in prison. 

Dr. and Mrs. Muench lived at 
4736 Westminster place up to the 
time of their removal to prison.

Three-Day Marriage License Wait 
To Begin in Missouri Tomorrow 


Few Applications on File Here—Recorder’s 
Office Expects Slump in Business 
Under New Law. 


The St. Louis Marriage License 
Bureau, up to now one of the busi- 
est City Hall offices, will have at 
least three quiet days following its 
reopening Tuesday morning, after 
a 2%-day holiday. 

To hopeful pairs who seem to 
be hearing wedding bells as they 
seek the State’s sanction for an 
immediate union, the clerk will 
say: 

“Have we your application on 
file?” 

If the answer is negative, the 
suggestion will be made that a 
written application be filed at once, 
and that the applicants return 
three days later, when the license 
will be issued. 

The three-day notice law, known 
otherwise as the “gin-marriage” 
statute, will go into effect tomor- 
row, 30 days after its signing by 
Gov, Forrest C. Donnell. The of- 
fice being closed for the Independ- 
ence day holiday, its practical ef- 
fectiveness will begin Tuesday. 


A few applications are on file 
for licenses to be issued this week, 
but in most cases those who called 
last week preferred to get their li- 
censes at once, as they were priv- 
ileged to do under the old law. 
Mrs. Ruby Koelling, Recorder of 
Deeds, who has made it a practice 
to accommodate applicants at her 
home, has said that she will ren- 
der this service up to midnight to- 
morrow. She lives at 6424 Brad- 
ley avenue. 

“Beginning Tuesday,” Mrs. Koel- 
ling said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “licenses will be issued 
only to those who have applied 
three days before, either in per- 
son, by letter or telegram. Pending 
further legal advice, I do not think 
applying by telephone will do. 
Either party to the intended mar- 
riage may make the application, 
but both must appear when the li- 
cense is issued. In all cases, the 
three days will be counted from 
the date when the application 
reaches this office.” 

Payment of the fee of $1.50 is 
not required until the license is 


actually issued, and it is unneces- 
sary to make a remittance with 
the application. In cases where 
applicants do not follow through 
and get their license, no action on 
the part of the license office is 
required by law. The law has long 
provided that when issuance of a 
license is not followed within 90 
days by the report of a marriage 
ceremony, the names of the parties 
shall be reported to the author- 
ities. 

The Recorder expects that 
the business of the license office 
here, and in border county seats, 
will drop considerably because of 
the new requirements. Many li- 
censes have been issued here to 
residents of Illinois who, under 
that state’s marriage health law, 
would be required to submit to 
medical examinations usually tak- 
ing more than three days, before 
getting a license in their own 
state. For like reasons, many 
Northern Illinois and Iowa resi- 
dents have obtained licenses at 
Kahoka, Palmyra and other North 
Missouri county seats. 

A record of 25,756 licenses was 
established by the St. Louis office 
in 1942, this. being 37 per cent 
above the 1941 figure of 18,802, 
which previously was the record. 
For the first half of 1943, which 
ended Wednesday, the number was 
11,265. 

Recorder Gerald J. Donworth of 
St. Louis County interprets the 
new law to mean that both parties 
must appear when the application 
is filed, as well as when the license 
is issued, His office issued 2402 
licenses last year, and 1119 in the 
first half of 1943. 

The Missouri marriage health 
law, also passed by the present 
Legislature and signed by Gov. 
Donnell, will not go into effect 
until Jan. 1, 1944. It will require 
that applicants for licenses under- 
go a laboratory serological test for 
syphilis, or furnish a medical cer- 
tificate that they are free from 
that disease in communicable 
form.

14,400 Southwestern Bell 
Employes Get 5 Cents 
an Hour More, 1200 644 
Cents.

WASHINGTON, July 32 — In- 
creases of approximately 5 cents 
an hour, retroactive to last Dee. 
1, were awarded today by the War 
Labor Board to 14,400 operators 
and other traffic employes of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
of St. Louis. They are effective 
throughout the company’s system 
in Missouri, four Southwestern 
states and part of Illinois, 

Rises of approximately 6% cents 
an hour were also granted to 1200 
maintenance and clerical workers 
in the company’s plant department, 
The same retroactive feature ap- 


plies to all wage increases under 
the award. 

The board took the action by 
approving an agreement arrived at 
by the company and the unaffili- 
ated Southwestern Telephone 


Union, The changes were designed 
to bring the figures up 15 per 
cent above the wage level of Jan. 
1, 1941, or to correct intraplant in- 
equities in old wage schedules, 


The board rejected the union's 
demand for an increase of $1 a 
week for 5600 craft workers in the 
plant department, on the ground 
that three months ago they re- 
ceived a cost-of-living adjustment 
of $2 a week, 

The board approved a contract 
between the company and union 
providing that all employes of the 
accounting department in Eastern 
Missouri and Arkansas should re- 
ceive time and a half for Sunday 
and holiday work as well as for 
all hours in excess of eight in any 
one day and of 40 in any week. 

A further agreement was ap- 
proved, raising minimum weekly 
wages for switchboard operators 
by $3, to $16 and $18, and top rates 
by $2, to $21 and $28. 

Monthly rates for noncraft em- 
ployes of the plant department 
were increased by $5, to $15. The 
minimum wage under the new 
scale will be $65 a month for 
janitors and the highest will be 


$210 for stationary engineers.

The Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission in United States District 
Court here today for a restraining 
order to halt what it termed 
“fraudulent practices” on the part 
of Investors Syndicate of Minne- 
apolis and two associated firms 
having combined assets of more 
than 200 million dollars. 

The SEC said it was the big- 
gest case it had ever handled. 

A hearing on the- SEC motion 
for a temporary restraining order 
was postponed until Friday by 
Judge Gunnar H. Nordbye at the 
request of Syndicate attorneys. 
Business of the firm is frozen 
pending the hearing. 

Named in the 16-count com- 
plaint are Investors Syndicate and 
Investors Syndicate of America, 
Inc., both Minneasota corpora- 
tions, Investors Mutual Inc., a 
Nevada corporation, and 38 princi- 
pal officers, directors and em- 
ployes of the firms. 

SEC Requests Receiver. 
A demand for appointment of-a 


receiver for Investors Syndicate is|~ 


among four SEC requests, includ- 
ing those for temporary restrain- 
ing orders and for preliminary 
and final injunctions. 

In its complaint the SEC stated 
that unless the temporary re- 
straining order is granted “im- 
mediate and irreparable injury, 
loss and damage will result to 
many thousands of certificate 
holders throughout the United 
States.” 

“Such restraining is necessary 
to prevent these corporate defend- 
ants from profiting by any change 
in the position of certificate hold- 
ers and to prevent multiplicity of 
suits and to 

Permit the court to do complete 
equity and justice ...,” the SEC 
said. ' 


According to the complaint, In- 
vestors Syndicate sold certificates 
with a face value of more than 
$1,500,000,000 to investors through- 
out the country between 1925 and 
1940. 

“Gross Misconduct.” 

The complaint alleges that since 
Jan. 1, 1941, Investors Syndicate, 
as principal underwriter of the 
other two firms, has been guilty of 
“gross misconduct and gross abuse 
of trust” in respect to the firms, 
in “sales-switching operations and 
offers of exchange involving 
double loading deductions, fees, 
charges and selling commissions.” 

“Sales switching” is persuading 
an investor to sell one security and 
buy another, which makes it pos- 
sible for a salesman to obtain a 
second commission, a practice 
known as “double loading.” 

The company also is charged 
with offering and selling shares of 
certificates of a special series for 
cash and “in exchange for its own 
outtsanding certifcates, by means 
of misrepresentation of material 
facts, including the relations of the 
corporate defendants to the war 
effort, to the United States, to the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, and to each other, by means |. 
of omission to state material facts, 
including fees and charges and by 
means. of false and misleading 
comparison with United States 
War Savings Bonds.” 

“Safer’ Than War Bonds, 

The commission accused the 
group of telling prospective in- 
vestors that the purchase of mu- 
tual shares “accomplishes the iden- 
tical purposes” of the purchase of 
War Bonds and “vitally aids the 
war effort”; that such shares were 
“safer’ that War Bonds and “yield 
more.” 

E. E. Crabb, head of the three 
firms, denied the chargés and said 
in a statement: 

“This action does not question 
the solvency of these companies 
and no certificate holder needs to 
be disturbed as to the soundness 
of his investment.” 

He asserted that certificate hold- 
ers, as of May 1, could have de- 
manded $143,746,532 from the com- 
pany, which he said had quick 
marketable assets of $172,338,124. 


Kalford R. Cannon, head of the 
St. Louis office of Investors’ Syn- 
dicate, in the Boatmen’s Bank 
Building, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last evening that he had 
no knowledge of the SEC proceed- 
ing except through press dis- 
patches. He said he could make 
no announcement as to the local 
effect until hearing from com- 
pany headquarters. 


10 MILLION FLOOD REPAIR

IS HELD INVALID 


State Supreme Court 
Rules ‘Imperative Com- 
mand’ of Constitution 


Is Violated. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 3 (AP). 
—Tennesseans must continue to 
pay a poll tax as a. prerequisite 
to voting, the state Supreme Court 
ruled today. 

In a 3 to 2 opinion the court 
held unconstitutional acts of 
the 1943 legislature repealing 18- 
year old laws levying the tax, pro- 
viding for its collection, and pre- 
scribing how evidence of payment 
must be presented by voters. 

The court took no action on an- 
other act of the last legislature, 


setting up a permanent system for 
registration of voters. This act 
was automatically voided since it 
became effective only when there 
was no poll-tax requirement for

Second Big Victory. 

Today’s announcement followed 
one two weeks ago saying that 
British naval and air units had 
beaten off “one of the fiercest and 
most sustained offensives ever 
mounted by U-boats,” sinking from 
two to five submarines and dam- 
aging others in a five-day running 
battle. 

In this newest success, the joint 
communique said, the convoy also 
was protected by surface escorts 
under Commander M. J. Evans in 
the destroyer H. M, 8. Keppel.| jj 
The Keppel is a veteran of escorts 
on .the North Russia and Malta 
convoys and was part of the escort 
for the first United States troops 
to reach Britain. It also engaged 
in the death chase of the German 
battleship Bismarck. 

“Close air cover wags provided 
during the initial stage of the pas- 
sage by Hudson, Ventura, Liber- 
ator and Catalina aircraft of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force Eastern 
Air Command and during the final 
stage by Liberator, Sunderland 
and Halifax aircraft of the Royal 
Air Force Coastal Command,” the 
communique said. 

Carrier Takes Over. 

“The mid-Atlantic air gap be- 
tween the extreme escorting ranges 
of these shore-based aircraft was 
bridged by Swordfish and Martlet 
aircraft from the escort carrier H. 
M. 8S. Archer.” 

Aircraft from the Archer scored 
the one confirmed kill, diving out 
of a cloud cover on a submarine 
15 mileg from the convoy. 

“The submarine made repeated 
and unsuccessful attempts to dive. 
It then endeavored to get under- 
way on the surface, turning in 
slow circles with oil pouring from 
its tanks.” Later it was aban- 
doned and sank, and a number of

DETROIT, July 3 (AP).—A 
postwar program providing for 
Government or municipal owner- 
ship of monopolistic industries 
and of industries strategically nec- 
essary to the national safety was 
announced today by R. J. Thomas, 
president of the CIO United Auto- 
mobile Workers. 

Government control and regula- 
tion of other industries also is 
proposed “to prevent the abuses 
of monopoly and to assure pro- 
duction in the public interest.” 

Thomas said the program had 
been adoptetd by the UAW-CIO 
International Executive Board at 
a recent meeting at Toronto, Ont. 

On Private Enterprise. 

Of private enterprise, the 

gram says:

“Our industries can no 


longer be operated to serve pri- 


where those inter- 
ests conflict with the public need. 


Initiative can find its most use- 
ful outlet, greatest recognition 
and highest reward when exerted 
in the public service.” 

Stating that industry should be 
encouraged to plan for full produc- 
tion, the program continues: “such 
plans, however, will be effective 
to the extent that management en- 
gages in industry-wide collective 
bargaining with labor unions to 
stabilize wages, hours and working 
conditions.” 


Highlights of Program. 


Highlights of the program in- 
clude: 

Full representation for labor in 
negotiating the peace and in re- 
construction of postwar industry. 

An immediate international con- 
ference of labor of the United 
Nations to plan effective participa- 
tion in the war effort, formula- 
tion of the peace and planning 
for a postwar world. 

Destruction of the war produc- 
tion industries of the Axis nations, 
but no use of reparations to punish 
the peoples of those nations. 

Seeking a guarantee of full em- 
ployment for all workers and serv- 
ice men in the postwar period, the 
UAW-CIO proposes a 30-hour work 
week; protection of low-standard 
areas against exploitation; a 
gigantic national construction pro- 
gram to include housing, schools, 
highway, hospé recreational, 
public power and conservation de- 
velopments, 


Bonus for Veterans, 


The union also proposes a sep- 
aration allowance (bonus) up to 
$2500 for each honorably dis- 
charged member of the armed 
forces, an initial payment to be 
made on discharge and the bal- 
ance in installments; enforcement 
of seniority provisions in union 
contracts, and free education or 
training for discharged men who 
desire it. 

The board said its postwar plan 
was advanced now in belief “that 
its popularization now can serve 
as a powerful stimulus to the im- 
mediate job of winning the war.” 

To finance the postwar program, 
the board proposed a tax program 
based on the principle of ability to 
pay; exemptions to every family in 
an amount which will permit main- 
tenance of a minimum decent 
standard of living; sharp upgrad- 
ing of inheritance taxes, and rea- 
sonable ceilings on profits and in-

It is said that a “re-examination 
and reissuance” of B and C gaso- 
line rations might follow the abo- 
lition of nonessential driving and 
the equalization of rationing in 
the western area. Reduction in 
the Western States’ quotas should 
be made only to the extent that 
the resulting saving could be 
passed on to the Eastern area, it 
said. 

A recommendation for greater 
powers for Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes also came from a sub- 
committee of the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee.

In recommending that the Petro- 
leum Administration for War 
under Ickes, be given centralized 
control over oil problems, the Sen- 
ate committee made one exception:

Congressman Adds ‘I Am 
Glad to Correct Misun- 
derstanding’ — Builder 
Sought Retraction. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 3 (AP). 
~Representative James E. Van 
Zandt (Rep.), Pennsylvania, denied 
tonight that he charged that four 
Kaiser-built Liberty ships broke up 
at sea. He explained that the state- 
ment attributed to him was the re- 
sult of “confusion. and misunder- 
standings.” 

Van Zandt said he had talked to 
reporters amid considerable con- 
fusion caused by three or four ad- 
ditional persons and “I can’t re- 


call exactly but I think that during 
the discussion there was some men- 
tion about ships breaking up.” 

He said he permitted reporters 
to look as some statistics on ship 
failures, adding that at the time he 
believed the true interpretation 
had been placed on the contents 
of a certain page. 

Shipbuilder Henry J. Kaiser 
had demanded a public retraction 
of the statement which reporters 
reported after talking with Van 
Zandt during Thursday’s session 
of a Congressional subcommittee 
investigating production in mari- 
time commission yards. The ship- 
builder’s son, Edgar Kaiser, gen- 
eral manager of the three Kaiser 
yards in this area, denied the 
charge yesterday. 

“I did not say that four Liberty 
ships from the Portland (Oregon 
Shipbuilding Corporation) or any 
other Kaiser yards have broken 
up at sea due to faulty construc- 
tion.” Van Zandt said. “No such 
statement will be found in the 
record of our congressional hear- 
ing in Portland or elsewhere... . 

“I am glad to correct a misun- 
derstanding by the statement I 
make here. I think the report, 
which, I repeat, is not in the rec- 
ord of our hearing, arose from the 
misreading of some statistics. If 
there is any responsibility involved 
in this incident I wish to accept 
it personally and not let it rest 
upon the committee.” 


An Associated Press dispatch 
printed in Friday’s Post-Dispatch 
said that Van Zandt had charged 
that Oregon Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion had produced seven major 
failures and nine repairable fail- 
ures among its first 1656 ships, and 
that four of these broke up at sea 
of causes in no way connected with 
enemy action.

recommended enactment of the 
House resolution extending the 
life of CCC and containing no re- 
striction on the subsidy payments. 
Other sources said Jones gave as- 
surances that subsidies would be 
held to the lowest practicable fig-/ 
ure, but a majority of the commit- 
tee wanted to write a definite 
limit into the law. 

Provisions of Amendment. 

The Taft amendment authorizes 
the RFC to borrow up to 350 mil- 
lion, and the CCC to borrow up to 
175 million, “to pay subsidies or 
purchase commodities for the 
purpose of selling them at a loss, 
in order to obtain the maximum 
necessary production of such com- 
modities or to prevent price in- 
creases thereof.” 

It is not expected that nearly all 
of the money so made available 
would be used in the food roll-back 
program. 

The meat-butter subsidy, amount- 
ing to 5 cents a pound on butter 
and an average of 3 cents on meat, 
is estimated to cost 400 million an- 
nually and is financed through the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion rather than the CCC. Pay- 
ments go directly to processors, a 
situation that has led some farm- 
ers to complain that they have 
been “squeezed.” 

The Banking Committee’s deci- 
sion to consider the CCC resolu- 
tion at the closed session forced 
Majority Leader Barkley of Ken- 
tucky to abandon plans to push it 
through unchanged early in to- 
day's session. 

CCC Technically Ended. 

Technically, the CCC is out of 
existence since the act under 
which it operated terminated at 
midnight June 30. Actually, how- 
ever, it is continuing all functions 
in anticipation that Congress will 
reconstitute it. 

There are authoritative reports 
that officials are considering a 
plan for a corn subsidy to get more 
of the grain to the markets and 
end a dairy and poultry feed short- 
age which threatens to reduce milk 
and egg supplies for consumers 
outside the Corn Belt. 

Under the plan, as explained by 
informed quarters, the ceiling price 
on corn would be raised from the 
present $1.07 a bushel, Chicago 
basis, to about $1.20 in hopes 
farmers holding the grain would 
market it more freely. To prevent 
higher prices for feed from de- 
veloping pressure for higher poul- 
try and dairy prices, the Govern- 
ment would buy the corn at $1.20 
and resell it at about $1.10, in ef- 
fect instituting a 10-cent-a-bushel 
subsidy.

ST. LOUIS. 10 DROP 
FORMAL LAW CLASSES 


Only 17 Students Enrolled— 
Alterations to Care for 
500 Army Specialists. 


A sharp drop in enrollment, 
caused by the war, will result in 
the suspension of formal classes 
at the St. Louis University Law 
School at the conclusion of the 
second summer session next month, 
the Rev, Patrick Holloran, 8. J., 
president of the university, an- 


nounced yesterday, 

Father Holloran said the deci- 
sion was reached in a recent con- 
ference with the Rev. Stephen J. 
Rueve, 8. J., law school regent, 
and follows a recommendation by 
the American Association of Law 
Schools that such action be taken 
by any school when enrollment 
falls below a practical minimum. 
Seventeen students now are en- 
rolled in the school. Only one 
degree in law was granted by the 
school in June, 

The university also announced 
yesterday that the School of Com- 
merce and Finance building is be- 
ing extensively altered to provide 
quarters and dining facilities for 
500 students in the Army Special- 
ist Training Program scheduled to 
arrive here a week from tomor- 
row. Work began Friday when the 
unexpected notice was received by 
the Rev. Thomas M. Knapp, 8. J., 
regent of the School of Commerce 
and Finance. 

Law School Not “Closed.” 

¢ Father Holloran emphasized that 
the law school would not be 
“closed” when formal instruction 
is suspended in mid-August. Mem- 
bers of the faculty will continue 
to maintain regular consultation 
periods for “the convenience of 
alumni, The Law Library will re- 
main open, and funds will continue 
to be expended for legal publica- 
tions so that the continuity of such 
literature will remain uninterrupt- 
ed. Also, Father Holloran said, 
full membership in the associa- 
tion would be maintained so that 
classes may be resumed automati- 
cally “when conditions justify.” 
Although the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Law also has lost 
many students in the past year, 
Chancellor George R. Throop told 
the Post-Dispatch that the school 
“has every intention and expecta- 
tion of continuing instruction.” He 
said about 20 students now are en- 
rolled and that plans have been 
made to continue the usual law 
classes when the academic year 
begins this fall. He added, how- 
ever, that “no one knows what the 
future will bring.” 

Pre for Army Students. 
In preparation for the arrival of 
the Army students, workmen are 
removing walls of four small of- 
fices on the first floor of the St. 
Louis University School of Com- 
merce and Finance. The enlarged 
space will be converted into a 
kitchen, Father Knapp said. 

The lounge on the main floor of 
the school, newest of the Univer- 
sity’s buildings, at 3674 Lindell 
boulevard, will be converted into 
a mess hall, and several rooms on 
the third floor and the auditorium 
will be made into barracks to 
quarter about 175 men. The 
school’s cafeteria will become a 
canteen. ; 

Despite the changes, the present 
evening war training courses will 
not be interrupted, Father Knapp 
said, and regular daytime courses 
are expected to begin next Sept. 13, 
for students not in military train- 
ing, most of whom are expected to 
be freshmen and sophomores. 

Quarters for the Army special- 
ists not provided for by alterations 
in the building will be provided in 
other school] buildings, most of 
them probably in the Law School.

GUFFEY ACT EXTENSION 
URGED BY ROOSEVELT 


Law Fixing Minimum Coal 
Prices Expires Aug. 23 Un- 
less Renewed Before Recess. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has recom- 
mended extension of the Guffey 
Bituminous Coal Act, under which 
minimum prices for the fuel are 
fixed. In a letter dated June 30, 
made public before the House 
Rules Committee, the President 
declared that he was “again con- 
cerned about the failure to extend” 


the measure with a recess of Con- 
gress impending. 


“The whole coal situation is so 
unsettled,” he wrote, “‘that it would 
be helpful if any phase of it could 
be definitely concluded.” 

Unless Congress does extend the 
act before it leaves for its summer 


recess, the act will expire Aug. 23 
of this year. | 


Committee Defers Decision. 
The Rules Committee deferred 


until Tuesday a decision on 
whether it would admit to the 
House floor a stopgap resolution 
extending the act’s life until Jan. 
1 in order.to give the Ways and 
Means Committee time to act on 
permanent legislation, 


The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee yesterday approved the tempo- 
rary resolution, 13 to 10. The 
Rules Committee held up its de- 
cision. on learning that the Ways 
and Means Committee plans to 
meet Monday and vote on a longer 
extension of the act or its elimina- 
tion altogether. 


In a stormy hearing before the 
rules committee, the act's opera- 
tions were defended and attacked 
today by committee members, with 
some of its supporters conceding 
that there is little chance of ob- 
taining an extension beyond Jan. 
1 at this time. 


Didn’t Stabilize Industry. 


Representative Cooper (Dem.), 
Tennessee, asserted that the pur- 
pose of the act when originally 
passed in 1935 was to “stabilize the 
coal industry,” and added: “I ask 
you if the coal industry has been 
stabilized. There has been more 
trouble in this industry than any 
other in the country.” . 

Representative Woodruff (Rep.), 
Michigan, in response to questions 
on the necessity of the act in 
maintaining a floor under coal 
prices when war’s demand has re- 
sulted in a ceiling on them, con- 
ceded that there is no immediate 
need for the act but maintained 
that the administrative force of 
the act should be held together 
for postwar work. 


Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, contended that the act 
fis “totalitarian,” and that “the 
time has come to knock this thing 
in the head.” 


Cooper inquired “why should we 
keep 1200 employes down there 
when there is no need for them?” 
He told the committee that “the 
moving spirit and the dominating 
influence” behind the original bill 
was John L. Lewis, head of the 
United Mine Workers. 


Text, of Roosevelt's Letter. 


* The text of President Roosevelt's 
letter, ser@*to Chairman Doughton 
(Dem.), North Carolina, of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, follows: 


“My Dear Bob: 


“With a recess of Congress im- 
pending, I am again concerned 
about the failure to extend the 
Guffey Coal Act, and I hope the 
Ways and Means Committee will 
find it possible to conclude its 
hearings and report the bill favor- 
ably. 

“The whole coal situation is so 
unsettled that it would be helpful 
if any phase of it could be defin- 
itely concluded. I understand that 
there is some talk of passing a 
joint resolution extending once 
more the present act. 


“While this device could be re- 
sorted to again in an emergency, 
I still hope that the whole issue 
can be settled béfore the Con- 
gress adjourns. Both the industry 
and the miners would feel on more 
solid ground if they had the as- 
surance that they and the country 
would have the benefits that have 
been onstrated under the coal 
act since its enactment.

Protest to Byrnes on Ap- 
parent Steps for Long 
Supervision of Mines

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
The Appalachian coal mine op- 
erators have protested to War 
Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes against what they describe 
as Solid Fuel Administrator Ickes’ 
“apparently permanent” setup for 
supervision of the mines. 

Edward Burke, a representative 
of Southern coal operators, said 
both Southern and Northern op- 
erators joined in a letter to 
Byrnes, saying that they thought 
it was unwise for Ickes to proceed 
with a seemingly permanent or- 
ganization if the War. Labor 
Board’s orders in the coal wage 
dispute are to be carried out. 

Burke said the letter declared 
that the operators had conformed 
to every Government directive 
while John L, Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers, had ig- 
nored them, Lewis has defied a 
WLB order to sign a contract with 
the operators. 

Burke said the operators set 
forth that the only result of the 
operators’ compliance was Govern- 
ment seizure of the mines, with 
Ickes as custodian. Ickes has 
created an organization for direc- 
tion of mine operations under Car! 
E. Newton but has expressed hope 
that mines soon could be returned 
to the owners. 

The labor situation in the mine 
fields continued to improve today 
although in Western Pennsylvania 
two new outbreaks left 1100 more 
miners idle and shut down a big 
“captive” mine of the Republic 
Steel Corporation. ) 

Reports disclosed that about 100,- 
000 miners still were idle in Penn- 
sylvania, Alabama, Virginia and 
Tennessee but on the strength of 
back-to-work votes by several lo- 
cal union units today — and a 
strong return sentiment in Penn- 
sylvania’s anthracite fields—Unit- 
ed Mine Workers’ officers ex- 
pressed the opinion this figure 
would be cut sharply Monday. 

Ickes reported today that coal 
production in the first half of this 
year fell 1,729,000 tons below that 
in the corresponding period in 
1942. He attributed the decrease 
to strikes and estimated that the 
nation would need 25 million tons 
more coal this year than last.

DETROIT, July 3 (AP).—The 
once powerful New York Yankees 
blew a doubleheader to the Tigers 
today, 6 to 5 and 10 to 9, barely 
holding first place against the 
Washington Senators. 

Slaughtered 12 to 0 at Cleveland 
yesterday, the desperate Yanks 
took a three-run lead in the eighth 
inning of the opening game today, 
but couldn’t hold it and lost in the 
eleventh inning on Rudy York’s 
homer.

SUBSIDIZED PAY 
PLAN IN LUMBER 
TRADE REPORTED 


Seeks Guaranteed Wage 
to Balance Time Lost in 
Bad Weather, Relieve 
Labor Shortage. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
A proposal to provide a guaran- 
teed weekly wage to lumber work- 
ers, partly through a Federal sub- 
sidy, to overcome an acute man 
power shortage, is under study by 
three Government agencies. | 
An authentic source who would 
not be quoted, declared today that, 
if adopted, the proposal will be a 
wartime innovation. It was added 
that the proposal was laid before 
the War Production Board and the 
War Labor Board by War Man- 
power Commissioner Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt about two weeks ago, and 
joint consideration now is being 
given it by the three agencies. 

In another man power develop- 
ment, the source said, the grow- 
ing need of civilian industry for 
specialists, especially engineers, 
has brought a concession from the 
Army. 

Responding to an appeal by the 
Manpower Commission, the Army 
has agreed to release to civilian 
industry 10 per cent’of the ap- 
proximately 130,000 students in the 
Army specialized training pro- 
gram. The men to be released, 
all of them engineers, will not be 
selected until they have ————— 
their courses. 

The lumber pay plan was urged 
by McNutt, it was reported, on 
the ground that men in the log- 
ging camps lose considerable time 
due to bad weather, decreasing 
the pay attractions. He suggested 
that payment for time when the 
loggers are unable to work be- 


cause of weather conditions come 
partly from the employer and 


the worker himself. absorbing 
part of the lost-time cost. 
McNutt, the report added, thén 
was asked to submit a more’ con- 
crete plan. At present, the pro- 
posal was described ag “still in 
the study stage.” 

With huge quantities of lumber 
needed for war production, the 
WMC has considered the shortage 
of loggers so pressing, especially 
in the Pacific Northwest, that it 
has sought to persuade a number 
of former loggers to leave even 
the labor-hungry shipyards and re- 
turn to the forests. 

Some loggers responded to the 
appeals almost solely out of pa- 
triotism because lumber industry 
pay is far below that of the ship- 
building industry, 

The WMC, although giving prin- 
cipal consideration to the lumber 
industry, also was reported study- 
ing the possibility of suggesting a 
guaranteed weekly wage to cer- 
tain metals mining industry where 
heat and other factors force inter- 
ruptions in work.

SITE BOUGHT FOR BOYS 
RERABILITATION CAMP 


St. Louis and Illinois Men Con- 
tribut¢ Toward Priest's 
Michael (Ill.) Project. 


Through the efforts of promin- 
ent men in St. Louis and Southern 
Illinois, the Rev. George M, Link, 
priest-naturalist of Michael, Ill. 
is making a start on his cherished 
plan to rehabilitate boys on the 
border of delinquency by outdoor 
education and training. 

With funds contributed mainly 
by men from Madison County, 
Father Link has purchased 250 


acres of hill lands south of Mich- 
ael, in Calhoun County, and has 
leased from the Government 650 
acres of marsh lands along the 
Illinois River which were taken 
over from private owners in con- 
nection with the construction of 
the Alton dam. An eight-room 
house on the hill land is being re- 
modeled as a dormitory for 30 
boys, most of whom will be placed 
in his care by juvenile courts for 
needed training and preparation 
for citizenship. Later it is planned 
to have accommodations for many 
more. 

The Trail Rangers of America 
have been organized to assist in 
the establishment and maintenance 
of Father Link’s Trail Rangers 
Camp. The president of the or- 
ganization ig Irving L. Sorger, 
general manager of Klein’s. Vice- 
president is Rodney Brandon of 
Springfield, Public Welfare Direc- 
tor of Illinois. Members of the 
executive committee are Lawrence 
Keller, Louis Degenhart and J. J. 
Rubenstein of Alton. The plan is 
to enlist members who will each 
pay $10 a year into the mainten- 
ance fund, or $50 for five years or 
$100 for life membership. 

It is the hope of the planners 
that the movement will become na- 
tional, with the establishment of 
other camps, as means of check- 
ing the growing delinquency of boys 
from causes connected with the 
war, with the hope or rehabilitat- 
ing them instead of sending them 
to institutions of punishment and 
correction where they might be 
confirmed in their trend toward 
lawlessness. The training of the 
boys will be along agrarian rather 
than industrial lines. The move- 
ment is nonsectarian., 

For four years Father Link was 
State naturalist of Illinois, under 
appointment of Gov. Henry Horn- 
er, with headquarters at Pere 
Marquette State Park near Graf- 
ton, serving at the same time as 
pastor of the Grafton Catholic 
Church. He is recognized as an 
outstanding naturalist.

Indictments to Be Post 
Further if He Furnishes

Three perjury indictments against 
Andrew Brinkley, jail prisoner, who

Perkins Tells Senate Com- 
mittee Aid to Byrnes 
Broke Several Policy 
‘Log Jams.” ‘ 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Bernard M. Baruch, adviser ex- 
traordinary to the administration, 
has taken a hand in efforts to 
straighten out policy differences 
between the Board of Economic 
Warfare and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, which led to 
the feud between Vice-President 
Wallace and Secretary of Com- 
merce Jesse Jones. 

Disclosure of Baruch’s efforts 
gas made today by Milo Perkins, 
BEW’s executive director, in a re- 
port to the Joint Committee on Re- 
duction of Nonessential Federal 
Expenditures, headed by Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia. 

Perkins said that on several oc- 
casions Baruch “has helped us 
break log jams” developing when 
the BEW and RFC clashed over 
questions arising in purchasing 
vital war materials in foreign 
countries. BEW arranges for such 
purchases, but the actual buying 
and financing is done by RFC. 

Perkins did not indicate whether 
this fMtervention by the chairman 
of the War Industries Board of the 
first World War and the present 
assistant to War Mobilization Di- 
rector James F. Byrnes, is continu- 
ing after the explosive exchanges 
which have taken place between 
Wallace and Jones. 

Wallace Charges Delay. 

As head of BEW, Wallace as- 
serted that Jones’ RFC had de- 
layed the war effort by holding up 
funds in some instances. Jones re- 
plied that these statements were 
untrue and made with malice. 

Perkins reported to the Byrd 
committee, which is investigating 
SEW’'s activities abroad, that 
“strained” relations often existed 
between BEW and RFC officials, 
with “sharp differences of opin- 
fon” which he said “tend to stand 
out like sore thumbs.” 

He called “excellent” BEW’s re- 
lations with the War Production 
Board, the Army, Navy, Office of 
Strategic Services, the Co-Ordina- 
tor of Inter-American Affairs, 
Tariff Commission and the De- 
partment of Agriculture. Deal- 
ings with the State Department, 
he said, were “improved,” while 
relations with the Commerce De- 
partment “have been varied.” 

Differences Over Policy. 

“There have been times,” Per- 
kins said, “when our relations 
with the RFC subsidiaries within 
the Department of Commerce re- 
garding our imports work have 
been strained. *

Perkins previously said in testi- 
mony taken by the committee in a 
closed session and made public to- 
day that BEW paid 20 times the 
world market price for tungsten 
purchased in Spain and Portugal in 
an attempt to keep this vital metal 
out of German hands. 

Although he said the BEW was 
mot attempting to raise the stand- 
ard of living in foreign countries, 
Perkins expressed the personal 
opinion that this would be neces- 
sary if American plants were to 
be kept operating after the war. 

“The running of our present fac- 
tories on a nearly fulltime basis, 
postwar, wil] require greater ex- 
port markets in the future than 
we have in the prewar period,” he 
asserted. “Unless living standards 
are increased in the postwar period 
our business men, with their tre- 
mendous increase in plant capac- | 
ity, will be without adequate cus- 
tomers for their goods.”

this country, 


Britain, Russia and, 


if possible, China so that a 


worldwide system of liberty under law can be established. This 
alliance, he points out, would be a continuation of the grouping 


now defeating the Axis nations. 
Lippmann is more than a syndi- 
cated writer on international af- 
fairs, and his views given in a 
177-page book, “United States For- 
eign Policy, Shield of the Repub- 
lic,” is already attracting interna- 
tional interest because of his high 
sources of information, hig pro- 
found historical knowledge, his 
realistic judgment and his clarity 
of expression. He is one of the 
few outstanding critics of past 
and present policies who have had 
the fortitude to present for public 
debate their own detailed plans for 
the postwar world. He also has 
had the courage to confess that in 
the past he has supported disas- 
trous measures, such as the Wash- 
ington Disarmament Conference, 


Lippmann’s Main Thesis. 


The main thesis of his book— 
really a political pamphlet—is that 
the foreign policy which served the 
United States so well during the 
nineteenth century became danger- 
ously inadequate after 1900, when 
we expanded our commitments in 
the Pacific and when Germany, by 
starting a great navy, became a 
challenging world power. 


For about 80 years—from the 
promulgation of the Monroe Doc- 
trine to the end of the war with 
Spain—there was no need, he says, 
for Americans to have a foreign 
policy because we relied on the 
“unearned security” given us by 
the British Navy. In other words, 
our commitments in the Western 
Hemisphere could be met by the 
combined power of Britain and the 
United States. He emphasizes how 
Monroe, Jefferson and Madison had 
the foresight to rely on an im- 
plicit alliance with Britain, and 
recognized the controlling principle 
that in foreign relations a foreign 
policy “consists in bringing into 
balance, with a comfortable sur- 
plus of power in reserve, the na- 
tion’s commitments and the na- 
tion’s power.” 


Definition of Terms. 


He defines “foreign commit- 
ments” as “an obligation outside 
the continental limits of the United 
States, which may in the last anal- 
ysis have to be met by waging 


war 

By tn term “power,” he means 
“the force which is necessary to 
prevent such a war or to win it if 


it cannot be prevented.” 


As am example of the previous 
disparity between our commit- 
ments and our power, Lippmann 
cites our “reckless conduct” in 
1939, two months before the out- 
break of the second German world 
war, when a majority of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
advised the State Department to 
declare economic war against 
Japan by abrogating the commer- 
cial treaty, and then refused to lift 
the arms embargo which prevented 
Britain and France from buying 
arms here to resist Germany—the 
Germany which had been allied 
with Japan since 1936. 

“It would be hard to find,” he 
writes, “a more perfect example of 
total incompetence in guiding for- 
eign relations of a people. The 
Senate committee invited a war in 
the Pacific while it deliberately re- 
fused to take measures to fortify 
our ancient defense in the Atlan- 
tic. This monstrous imprudence 
was what passed for American for- 
eign policy at the outbreak of the 
present war.” 

Of all our Presidents since the 
Spanish War, only the two Roose- 
velts meet Lippmann’s standards 
as formulators of a solvent foreign 


policy, Theodore, when he built up 
the Navy and started the Panama 
Canal, and Franklin D., ‘from the 
time of the Chicago “quarantine 
speech” in 1937. 


No Judgment on F. D. R. 


He declines to judge whether 
Franklin Roosevelt could have act- 
ed quicker and more effectively. 
“From 1937 to 1940,” he reports, 
“President Roosevelt moved anx- 
iously and hesitantly between his 
knowledge of what ought to be 
done and his estimate of how 
much the people would understand 
what ought to be done. I shall not 
answer the question whether he 
could have made the people under- 
stand how great was their peril 
because their commitments were 
totally unbalanced. The illusions of 
a century stood in the way oftheir 
understanding, and it may be that 
no words, but only the experience 
of total war, could even partially 
dispel the illusion.” 


Lippmann insists, however, that 
now is the time for the American 
leaders to form a policy which will 
have the united ‘support of the 
people. 

Going back to the Monroe Doc- 
trine, which Jefferson said was sec- 
ond in importance only to the win- 
ning of independence, Lippmann 
says that Monroe, Jeffersen and 
Madison found that a policy would 
not be formulated if responsible 
statesmen shirked the _ responsi- 
bility of making the initial deci- 
sion. 

“The correspondence of the three 
Virginia Presidents,” he writes, “is 
concerned not with what the Gallup 
poll ‘might show about the opin- 
ions of the people, but with what 
the vital interests of the country 
required in the situation as it pre- 
sented itself. 


Leadership by Statesmen. 


e 
“They did not ask whether the 
people, who were divided, could be 
induced to support a sound policy. 
They formulated a sound policy 
which the divided people came, be- 
cause of its inherent virtue, to 
unite in supporting. This was that 
leadership by statesmen without 
which democracy is nothing but 
the vain attempt of men to lift 
themselves by their own boot- 

straps.” , 
Lippmann, using sentences as a 
mason lays bricks, builds up his 
arguments for an American de- 
fense depending on similar defense 
of our Allies. A follower of Ad- 
miral Mahan’s theory of naval

LONDON. 
RITAIN today is one vast fortress. The 
B vital difference between these islands 
and Hitler’s ‘‘Fortress Europa” is that 
the latter is defensive, a desperate effort to 
hold a besieged continent, while the other 


is offensive, primed for the big push to finat; 


victory. 

When that push will come is the source of 
endless speculation in the London press. 
There. has been perhaps too much emphasis 
on “invasion” so that the general public here 
may feel a little letdown if the big show is 
delayed beyond the summer. 

But whether it comes in the immediate 
future or is délhkyed until fall or spring, the 
fact remains that a tremendous striking 
power has been concentrated here. Even a 
brief trip around England reveals the ex- 
tent of this power. And no small part of it 
is being used from day to day to hammer 
Hitler’s Europe from the air. 

Figures on the exact number of United 
States bomber stations in operation are, of 
course, highly confidential. According to 
current practice, developed out of the ex- 
perience of the past year, the missions that 
leave these bomber stations rarely include 
less than a hundred planes. 


Weather Not Limiting Factor, 
Increasingly Less Important. 


Weather is not nearly so limiting a factor 
01 these operations as is sometimes assumed. 
It promises to become increasingly less im- 
portant as the months go by. At a recent 
press conference, Maj. Gen. Ira C. Eaker, 
commander of the Eighth Air Force, said: 


“Armies and navies do not fight every day, 
but for some reason the general public has 
come to expect_air forces to fight daily. This 
is an erroneous impression which you can 
help us to correct. An air force which fights 
10 major battles in any month, with the same 
planes and crews, has done an outstanding 
job. This is probably a faster rate of opera- 
tion than can possibly be sustained in any 
present day air force. 

“Obviously, therefore, these 10 battle days 
should be selected when conditions are most 
favorable to us and least favorable to the 
enemy. We may go, therefore, for several 
days without launching one of our major 
offensives, and we may have two or three in 
a row. The initiative lies with us and we 
will launch them under conditions most de- 
sirable to us and most embarrassing to the 
enemy. We will not be swerved by any con- 
siderations other than the impelling one— 
‘how and when can we deal the enemy the 
severest and deadliest blow, and take the 
least loss ourselves?’ ”’ 

Among a growing number of Air Corps 
officers there is a hope at least that bombing 
may materially shorten the war. They are 
not expressing these hopes publicly for fear 
of stirring unwarranted optimism back home.

of air power and to stress the inevitability of 
a mass invasion of the European fortress. 


Besides the bomber stations there are’ 


fighter stations set skillfully into the peace- 
ful English countryside so as to be as incon- 
spicuous as possible. Missions of 50 or more 
planes take off from these fields with aston- 
ishing speed and precision, In a recent take- 
off more than 50 planes were in the air in 
less than four minutes. 

Sometimes these fighter sweeps over Bel- 
gium, Holland and France are unchallenged 
but Gen. Eaker is nevertheless firm in his 
belief in their value. The people of the 
occupied countries are enormously heartened, 
he has pointed out, when they see in their 
skies American planes flying at will. Itisa 
pledge of the day to come when vast fleets 
of bombers and fighters will precede the lib- 
erating armies. If the function of the P-47 
—the famed Thunderbolt—is limited at 
present, there is-a strong possibility that 
recent experiments may result in a marked 
extension of its striking power. 


Most of the fields from which our fighter 
and bomber squadrons operate were built 
and equipped by the British. In many in- 
stances we have taken them over lock, stock 
and barrel, down even to the china and silver 
on the mess hall tables. This is a form of 
reverse lend-lease that contributes not a little 
to the grand total in goods and services the 
British have made available to America, Re- 
cently the second bomber station completely 
built and equipped by Americans was opened 
and more such stations will be coming into 
service through the summer and fall. 


No Doubt of the Harmony 
Between British, Americans. 


There can be no doubt of the harmony 
that exists between those who direct British 
mass night bombing and the Americans in 
charge of precision daytime bombing. The 
Flying Fortresses have long since proved 


‘ their worth and British skepticism has been 


allayed. The two air arms are perfectly 
complementary and in no sense competitive. 


There is agreement, too, on the need for 
greater and greater concentration of air 
strength. Proponents of air power such as 
General Eaker and Air Marshal Sfr Arthur 
T. Harris are not likely to say they have 
enough until they are convinced that they 
can do the job as they see it. 

British air strength is most impressive. A 
map of bomber and fighter airfields, shows, 
from North to South in England and Scot- 
land, a perfect rash of dots, each One a sta- 
tion for offensive or defensive operations. 

England has come a long way from those 
days when gloomy prophets such as Charles 
Lindbergh declared that it would be im- 
possible to concentrate sufficient air power 
in so relatively small an area. Mofe often 
than not the British fields are set down in 
the English countryside so unobtrusively as 


’ 


to blend with the rural landscape. 

The headline that records a mass flight of 
bombers and the destruction of important in- 
dustrial plants in enemy territory can give 
no idea of the tremendous organization nec- 
essary to deliver such a blow. Too often 
the casual reader forgets that months of 
planning and preparation have preceded the 
mass raids that are now possible day after 
day. It is the Service of Supply that has 
prepared the way for the present air of- 
fensive against Germany. 


American offensive power here in Great 
Britain is dependent on one of the largest 
supply depots in the world. Not alone the 
present air offensive but all invasion plans, 
big and little, will of necessity draw on the 
resources of this great reservoir of material. 
It was from this supply depot somewhere in 
the British Isles that most of the material 
went to serve the American Forces that de- 
feated the Axis in North Africa. 


It is big business and on a scale which 
only a government of vast resources could 
afford—a sort of super Sears-Roebuck in 
which Army and Air Force requisitions have 
the force of money. While money values 
have little meaning any more, they give 
some idea of the scope of the operation. The 
Ordnance Supply Section alone has a total 
stock in major items and parts valued at 
more than 100 million dollars. The covered 
storage space provided in huge steel and con- 
crete hangar-type warehouses is almost equal 
to fhe total floor space in Radio City in 
New York. 


Big Supply Depot Linked 
to Points by Rail Network. 


The big supply depot is linked by a rail- 
road network to the ports which receive sup- 
plies from America. Each day British 
freight cars bring in hundreds of tons of 
equipment and material. Within the supply 
depot is the only American railroad in Great 
Britain. Operating with American equip- 
ment, it operates over 17 miles of track 
which includes a three-mile narrow gauge 
belt system. 

Trains are switched off the main line into 
the depot’s inbound yard. From there they 
are moved to the classification yard where 
they are disassembled and the freight cars— 
goods wagons in British terminology — 
switched onto tracks designated for each 
supply service. An outbound yard is used to 
assemble trains carrying outgoing shipments 
from the various supply services. The rail- 
road operating unit is composed almost en- 
tirely of former railroad men with Maj. 
Homer J. Sandusky of Indianapolis as com- 
manding officer. Sandusky is a veteran with 
32 years of service with the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad. Facetiously these railroad 
men in uniform call their road the ‘“Sling- 
shot and Vinegar Valley.” 

Carefully inventoried and subject to con- 
stant withdrawal are thousands of items es- 
sential to the business of making war. The 
smallest item in stock is a watch jewel and 
the largest is a 155-millimeter gun barrel 
24 feet long and weighing five tons. Al- 
though the inventory is tremendous, sup- 
plies are issued quickly and easily by means 
of a card locator system. 

Two warehouses are stocked with crated 
automotive parts and two contain a treasure 
in rubber tires. Another hangar is devoted

The reader may cheer or groan, 
from chapter to chapter, accord- 
ing to the.color of his own eco- 
nomic philosophy, but in the end 
he finds Queeny still an exuberant 
crusader sketching a vision of a 
new world to come from applica- 
tion of enterprise to the amazing 
discoveries of research and science. 


G. O. P. Contributor. 


As chairman of the board of 
Monsanto Chemical Co., Author 
Queeny is Big Business. He is a 
figure in politics, too, having been 
for years a heavy contributor to 
the Republican party in city, State 
and national campaigns. He was 
a contributor to the recent Post- 
Dispatch series on “What Are We 
Fighting For?” 

The American phenomenon of in- 
dustrial greatness and the worid’s 
highest living standards was a 
product of “individualism,” the au- 
thor argues, This means competi- 
tive enterprise under a system of 
government offering the minimum 
of restraint and regulation. In this 
system he finds the national 
strength, the genius of industrial 
management, which enabled the 
United States to turn so quickly to 
war production on unprecedented 
scale. 


Against this system, he draws 
his own picture of the New Deal, 
which he asserts is Socialism with- 
out the name. The great evil he 
finds in it is governmental] “bu- 
reaucracy,” which smothers prog- 
ress, stifles research, discourages 
initiative, dulls incentive, 


Bureaucracy in government he 
likens to a dictator, in that both 
bureaucracy and the dictator strive 
to maintain the status quo, to 
avoid changes which might make 
harder the work or endanger the 
jobs of those on the public pay- 
roll. Such are the New Deal “plan- 
ners,” as this industrialist sees 
them, 


‘Moral Food, Also!’ 


“The planners offer us bread,” 
Queeny writes: “The bread of an 
alien malignant collectivism. It 
will fill our stomach, but it will 
not’ satisfy the hunger of free 
minds and free spirits. We cannot 
live happily nor progress on a de- 
bilitating diet of their bread alone. 


“We need moral food, also! 


“We need the solid meat of en- 
terprise, with its vitamins of thrift 
and competition, to build charac- 
ter! We need the milk of ambi- 
tion and hope, with its calcium 
and phosphorus of adventure and 
risk, to make healthy bone. We 
need the stimulating ferments of 
the wine of clashing ideas for our 
thirsty intellects! 


“To realize the four freedoms, we

need only one freedom—Freedom!” 

In the closing paragraphs of the 
book, he epitomizes the philosophy 
he has developed, yielding along 
the way many a point in favor of 
social progress where some modi- 
fication is required of the princi- 
ple of competitive enterprise. With 
such modification and under ap- 
propriate regulation, he expects 
competitive enterprise to provide 
more in the realm of social wel- 
fare than the New Deal has ever 
promised. 

As examples of bureaucracy hold- 
ing back progress, he cites the 
Postoffice Department and the 
Weather Bureau, Both are anti- 
quated, he says, and far behind 
the possibilities developed by sci 
entists, researchers and manage- 
ment in competitive private — 
prises. 


Business Men’s Faults. 


Business men themselves orig- 
inated one of the nation’s greatest 
evils, Queeny states—the “pressure 
group,” .an organized minority 
seeking to further its selfish in- 
terests at the expense of the ma- 
jority. He traces its beginning to 
the demands of the early railroad 
builders for land grant subsidies, 
He regards its many manifestations 
today as so serious an evil that 
he proposes a Federal law forbid- 
ding anyone who receives com- 
pensation from more than one in- 
dividual or enterprise from exer-~ 
cising influence directly or ind 
rectly on legislation. The purpose 
would be to eliminate the profes- 
sional pressure group lobbyists, 

He attributes many of the trou- 
bles of the industrial’ system to 
the craze for business combina- 
tions and mergers—for bigness— 
in which a “soulless corporation” 
became the boss of a large pro- 
portion of workers. On the con- 
sequent misery and discontent of 
workers he finds the New Deal 
sprouting and thriving. He favors 
the often-proposed Federal char 
tering of corporations engaged in 
interstate business as a remedy. 
He would even forbid one corpora- 
tion owning the stock of another, 


Good Word for TVA. 


Generally, he holds the view 
that Government activity should 
be limited to administration of 
law. He acknowledges, however, 
that such an activity as the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority (TVA) 
would be a proper field for Gov- 
ernment investment if so man- 
aged that in time it would repay 
its cost to the Treasury and in 
the meantime meet the interest 
charges on funds advanced by the 
Government for its construction, 
On this basis it would be a creator 
of wealth and jobs. Good high- 
ways he places in the category of 
wealth producers, 

Industry would be better off 
without the high salaries for top

rule in some of the large corpora- 
tions, Queeny thinks. So much 
money to spend may divert the 
attention of top executives from 
pressing business problems. 

The author finds that generally 
New Deal reformers paint business 
executives blacker than they are, 
but he admits that some industrial- 
ists have not shown proper 
appreciation of social welfare. 


It is not fair, he adds, to say 
that in the depths of the depres- 
sion business men heartlessly dis- 
charged workers—many were con- 
fronted with the difficult problem 
of saving a business from ruin— 
“but nevertheless the human factor 
was weighed too lightly, much toe 
lightly.” 

He describes the typical business

A Tip to Home Canners. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RECENT letter, “A Home Canner’s 

Complaint,” stated that it is impossi- 
ble to buy the necessary equipment for 
canning fruits and vegetables. 

I, too, was in the same predicament. 

However, last week I hot-Cold packed 
string beans, four pints at a time, in a 
baby-bottle sterilizer. (Most canning rec- 
ipes tell us to do small amounts at a 
time.) Any clean receptacle can be used 
to process food. It must be large enough 
-to permit the flow of water around and 
above the jars placed in it.

A NEW BLOC ON THE HILL. 

Something .new in pressure politics on Capitol 
Hill was promised by a resolution adopted at the 
closing session of the Governors’ Conference in 
Columbus. It is an organized lobby which is to 
campaign against the administrative authority of 
certain Federal agencies such as the Social Security 
Board. 

But, according to advance indications, the new 
bloc—the Governors’ bloc—is going to operate just 
like any old-line pressure group. Just like the farm 
bloc or the silver bloc, it is going to draft a series 
of pet billsa—measures to “strip these bureaus of 
their authority”—and it is going to button-hole mem- 
bers of Congress until enough of them are lined up 
to put the program over. 

Its motives, too, are similar to those of the old- 
line pressure politicians. The prime objective is to 
gain control over Federal funds, old-age pension 
contributions, highway-building grants and the like. 
Amendments to the statutes which authorize such 
aid to the states are to be sought, amendments 
which will delegate full control to the states. 

As things now stand, the Federal Government ties 
certain strings to its gifts. In the case of old-age 
benefits, for example, it stipulates that the mini- 
mum age of pensioners shall be 65 years, that the 
funds are to be administered under a merit system, 
etc. If the states do not comply with these require- 
ments, Washington simply refuses to match their 
appropriations dollar for dollar. 

By now, the people of Missouri have had experi- 
ence enough with the approach of one Legislature 
after another to this matter to be heartily grateful 
for the Government’s restrictions. Session after 
session, the politicians have treated this money as 
s0 much vote-bait. Unquestionably, Washington's 
insistence on civil service standards in the State 
Social Security Commission—in sharp contrast to 
the lack of such a fundamental of good government 
in other Jefferson City offices—has operated to check 
flagrant abuses. 

As things now stand, the politicians can do little 


more than send letters to the pensioners at election 


time—letters in which, by implication at least, they 
claim personal credit for the checks which these 
people are getting. What would happen if the poli- 
ticilans had direct control over this money, if they 
could get together and divvy it up among the court- 
house rings and the ward-heelers so that it would 
do the most good on election day? 

Nor is this a matter of petty cash. The Missouri 
Legislature has just appropriated more than $60,- 
000,000 for old-age pensions. Half of this, plus a 
generous allowance for administrative expenses, 
comes from Washington. A tidy little boodlers’ grab- 
bag, if they could get hold of it! 

In discussing the matter, Gov. Maw of Utah ad- 
mitted the non-political attitude of the Federal 
bureaus which now exercise a degree of control over 
Federal money, but this control is being assailed 
as an encroachment on states’ rights. 

However the developments and demands of the 
Machine Age may have modified state sovereignty, 
it is part and parcel of our Federal system and to 
be safeguarded as such. But the states would be in 
far better position to defend themselves if they had 
fulfilled their functions without going to Washing- 
ton, hat in hand. : 

It is true that a section of a national highway is 
of wider concern than merely to the citizens of 
the state in which it lies, This argument may also 
apply to relief and other necessities which are now 
being met, in part, by Federal funds. Yet the fact 
remains that the states can successfully assert their 
independence only in direct proportion to the extent 
to which they have independently met their own 
needs. 

Even if there were a disposition not to press this 
point, there is still the fact that, by and large, the 
states have shown an all too slight disposition to 
handle such money on a non-political basis. Until 
they improve this record, the Governors can hardly 
expect the support of their own citizens for their 
venture into Capitol Hill lobbying. 
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PROGRESS OF THE SOIL CONSERVATION BILL. 

Missouri appears at last to be@about to quit the 
company of New Hampshire, Connecticut and Mas- 
sachusetts as a State which has no statute to en- 
able its farmers to co-operate with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in soil erosion control. The House has now 
passed the bill previously approved by the State 
Senate to authorize voluntary creation of land con- 
servation districts. 

As passed by the House, the bill is in the form 
which Senators Caldwell, Donnelly and Frisby orig- 
inally sponsored in the Senate, later amended. 
This would require the Governor to name two of the 
three farmer members of the State Soil Conservation 
Board from a list of candidates recommended by 
outstanding State agricultural organizations. Since 
this provision was to win the support of farm groups 
which had ill-advisedly defeated similar bills in the 
past, it would be the safer course for the Senate to 
repass the House version and be done with it. 

Memories of the recent devastating floods in Mis- 
sourl should be so vivid at Jefferson City as to 
make passage of this bill to save Missouri’s precious 
topsoil one of the first acts when our lawmakers 
reassemble for the home stretch next week. 
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McKITTRICK BOONDOGGLES ON TAX SUITS. 

It didn’t happen in Wonderland or on Penguin 
Island or in the odd countries visited by Gulliver, 
but right here in Missouri. There is a law requir- 
ing the Attorney General to bring suit against 
people who don’t pay their State income tax. The 
Senate began wondering why so many of these tax 
bills remain unpaid, and a committee proceeded 
to investigate. The explanation sounds like some- 
thing straight out of Lewis Carroll, Anatole France, 
Dean Swift or some other master satirist. To quote 
from the Post-Dispatch news story: 

The explanation made by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, the committee reported, was that the law 
merely required him to bring suit and con- 
tained. no requirement that he follow up the 
judgment even to the extent of having an ex- 
ecution issued on it. He attempted, the com- 
mittee reported, only a literal compliance with 
the statutes. 

Does Mr. McKittrick dream that he is fulfilling 
the intent of the Legislature by merely filing the 
‘suits, and then forgetting about them? Does he 
imagine it benefits the State Treasury to have 
judgments outstanding with no attempt to col- 
lect them? Does he think it will help bring the 
tax-dodgers into line to have it known that a suit 
for back payments is just a boondoggling gesture? 

It was only a few days ago that McKittrick was 
complaining because the Senate had reduced the 
budget for his office by $55,000. This cut in funds 


| would be a handicap in bringing suits against in- 


come-tax delinquents, he said Well if he wanted 
to continue these meaningless law suits a still 
deeper cut is in order. At least the honest tax- 
payers should have the satisfaction of knowing their 
money isn’t being thrown away on such a hair-split- 
ting interpretation of the Attorney General's duties. 
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AS TO BOMBING CHURCHES, 

When the Rev. William Ralph Inge, former Dean 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral, says that “we shall be very 
sorry” after the war that Allied flyers bombed Axis 
cities, he ig expressing a sincere conviction, but 
he ‘is unconsciously helping along the current Axis 
propaganda campaign. Dr. Goebbels and his aids 
are working hard to rouse sentiment in the Allied 
countries that will result in modifying or calling 
off the highly damaging air raids on Axis Europe. 

The Berlin radio a few nights ago rang all the 
changes on this subject. Robert H. Best, the Amer- 
ican correspondent who turned traitor and now 
broadcasts for the Nazis, began by saying: “Amer- 
icans some day will hang their heads in shame 
because the gangsters, dumbbells and dupes whom 
the Churchevelts have put into the uniform of the 
United States Air Force are bombing Burope's 
churches. This is one of the basest forms of bar 
barism known in all history,” etc. He then ‘went 
into a long diatribe against the Church of England 
and Henry VIII, whom he connected somehow with 
the bombing campaign. 

Later in the program came a “commentators’ 
conference,” including Best and two other English- 
speaking broadcasters, known as “O K” and “Bill.” 

“That was certainly a terrible catastrophe at 
Cologne,” one of ‘them began. “The place looks 
like San Francisco after the quake.” Then came 
statements that the cathedral was “very badly dam- 
aged,” that 35 other churches had been hit, and 
most of them destroyed, that four hospitals, the city 
orphanage and the Oriental Museum had also been 
bombed. There was no mention, of course, of the 
chemical works, munitions factories, truck plants, 
power stations, blast furnaces and oil refineries 
that were the real targets, nor of the fact that the 
cathedral is just across the street from the rall- 
way station. 

“This is truly war against civilization,” a speaker 
said. “It’s just as Dr. Goebbels says: ‘Such war 
can be born only in the mind of one with an in- 
feriority complex. The Allies are jealous of our 
old cultural monuments,’”’ 

“Cologne is British Bolshevism, aided and abetted 
by American bombs,” another said. “The Amer- 
ican people are truly religious, but their pilots are 
destroying the most beautiful churches in the world. 
The flyers do this under orders, of course, and this 
proves that a Government which gives such orders 
no longer represents the American people. 
There is too' much flak at military objectives, so 
the flyers have to be ordered to bomb churches in 
order to keep up their morale, ... Think of Cologne 
Cathedral and ask yourself, ‘Where are the Huns?’” 

Of course the world will be sorry if Europe's 
ancient structures are damaged or destroyed. The 
bombing of fine old English churches and other 
monuments also roused sorrow. But the R. A. F, 
and American flyers are seeking out and deéstroy- 
ing military objectives; hits on churches and sim- 
ilar structures are unpremeditated. To call off the 
bombing campaign would save the war plants which 
are the real object of Nazi concern,’ thus prolonging 
the conflict and taking a greater toll of lives. 

“If bombing of Italian and German towns is a 
military necessity,” says Dean Inge, “I suppose 
there is no more to be said.” The Allied leaders 
agree that it is a necessity. The Nazis’ frantic 
outcries, so different from what they were saying 
when the Luftwaffe was smashing such cathedrals 
as Westminster, St. Paul’s, Coventry and Canter- 
bury, will get them nowhere,

In many, blight and slums now cover be- 
tween one-fourth and one-half the area. 
Tax assessments, based on over-zoning for 
business, are high. Tax delinquencies oc- 
cur, tax rates are raised and a vicious fis- 
cal cycle is leading to municipal financial 
chaos. Nobody can consider using the 
blighted land for improvements because 
the prices demanded are so high that a new 
enterprise would be hopelessly handicapped 
by financial charges from the start. ° 


The predicament of our towns and cities, 
since more than half the population of 
the country now lives in them, is an in- 
creasingly grave menace to the economic 
and social health of the nation. 

Chief obstacles are: legal—lack of ade- 
quate powers by local governments to con- 
trol the use of land; financial—the frozen 
status of high land cost and fiscal incapac- 
ity of local governments.

Some Details of Planning. 


Each city or group of cities should pro- 
duce a master plan. The Federal Govern- 
ment would be asked to advance funds to 
acquire the property in the blighted areas, 
Use of the land should be determined with- 
out regard to acquisition cost..- 

Part of the land doubtless would be avail- 
able for business and industry, parts for 
parking space, and playgrounds, but the 
largest part would be set aside for residen- 
Some of the new housing 
would be public, but most of it could be 
undertaken by private enterprise. 


Areas not used for parks, streets, public 
housing, and so on, could be leased to pri- 
vate companies for business or residential 
use. The rentals would be turned over to 
the Federal Government to repay as large 
a part as possible of the initial advances. 
Normal taxes would be paid. 

The master plan should: Estimate popula- 
tion growth. Indicate the location and ex- 
tent of major public utilities, including 
streets. Designate all public and private 
land uses. Describe the amount and kind 
of industry and business for which space 
should be supplied. Impose standards of 
population density and building intensity, 


Any net costs to the Federal Government 
would be far more than covered by the 
elimination of waste. 


It is frequently urged that the cost of 
acquiring slum and blighted areas will be 
too high. Every effort must be made to 
purchase the land at the lowest possible 
price and, when condemnation is necessary, 
to persuade the courts to fix a fair price. It 
should not be necessary to pay the fictitious 
prices now frequently asked. Our constitu- 
tional safeguards against taking private 
property without due process of law will 
make it difficult to avoid, in some measure, 
excessive costs, 


A niggardly approach will in the end 
cost society very much more than bold 
action now. A timid policy which demands 
the full return of 100 cents on every dollar 
is wholly inadequate. We have to consider 
the indirect consequences: the stimulus to 
construction and related industries, in- 
creased employment, improved living stand- 
ards, induced private investment, revitaliz- 
ing of our economy and raising the flow 
of national income. The cost would be 
small in comparison with the broad eco- 
nomic and social benefits which may rea- 
sonably be expected, . 


Criterion of Land Values. 


A comprehensive master plan would give 
us for the first time a basis for sound esti- 
mates of the use value of the land. The 
old speculative valuations could not stand 
up against a factual analysis. A thorough 
presentation of use value would go far to 
convince the courts that the fictitious values 
defended by present owners were unjusti- 
fied. 

An urban redevelopment program would 
for the first time give the city authorities 
an incentive to arrive at a reasonable land 
valuation in slum and blighted areas. Hith- 
erto, city authorities have favored exces- 
sive valuation for tax purposes, 


It frequently has been suggested that, 
in view of the high values currently placed 
upon slum land, new development should 
be undertaken only in outlying districts. A 
policy of developing suburban areas with- 
out a simultaneous program of redevelop- 
ment of the blighted areas would increase 
the blight. However, a comprehensive ur- 
ban plan in many cases will result in some 
decentralization. " 


Enough of Roane Waring

Woman Who Took a War Job 
Reports on Her Experiences 


“I Took a War Job,’ by Josephine von Mikies. (Si- 
mon & Schuster, New York.) 
RITTEN in a natural, conversational 
style, this is an informative little book 
that will make its readers wish they knew 
the author personally. 

Josephine von Miklos was born in Aus- 
tria, and came to this country in 1930, 
but she is more of an American than many 
of us who can count our American ances- 
tors on 10 fingers. She genuinely loves this 
country, and has adapted herself to it so 
completely that even her literary style has 
a definite American tang. 

A successful commercial designer and 
photographer in New York, she decided 
that her job in wartime was non-essential, 
and made up her mind to “do something” 
about winning the war. So she gave up 
her penthouse studio and took a job in a 
defense plant as a machinist. 

Working beside laborers who were tough 
and hard-boiled, who did not relish the 
idea of women entering their masculine do- 
main, she found her problem wag not an 
easy one. The story of her attempt to over- 
come the personal antagonism as well as 
the industrial problems makes good as 
well as instructive reading.

The author has presented an interesting 
study of the individualist, compared with the 
mass worker. To her, the job was impor 
tant and romantic as well as remunerative. 
Her imagination went beyond her imme 
diate occupation, and she v' -slized the 
ultimate use and destination of every bit 
of metal that passed through her hands. 

She wanted to know the whys and where- 
fores of everything she did, was quick to 
think up methods that would provide short- 
cuts to speed up her work, and had many 
ideas about improving working conditions. 
Her resultant experiences, however, showed 
her very quickly that one can’t be an indi- 
vidualist in an assembly line. She found 
the average worker contented with his lot, 
provided the pay was satisfactory. 

“I Took a War Job” is not a thrilling or 
exciting book. It’s like sitting down for 
an interesting conversation with a very 
vital person. Its chief value is its lesson 
in adaptability and patriotism, 

Every woman who is contemplating a 
defense job will find this book an invalk- 
uable help and should read it. It not only 
describes the obstacles one must overcome, 
but shows the tolerance that must be de- 
veloped to meet and solve the human rela- 
tionship problems. Very few will be able 
to do this as well as this author, whose 
vivid imagination and love of life enable 
her to mix a little star-dust with steel fil- 
ings.

Men of Many Creeds.

Army. The democracy of the dead 
finds room for a Chinese laborer 
mamed Don Ken Chow and for 
“an unidentified Chinese.” For all 
one can tell, red, black or brown 
men may be buried in the graves 
simply marked: “Unidentified.”

Air Field Named for Flyer. 

Not without significance is the 
grave of Capt. J. V, Carney, United 
States Navy, who was killed in a 
dive bomber crash.

“Tiver killed at Midway, a new 
field bears the name of Carney, 
and with Henderson Field is 
equipped to send hundreds 
bombers swarming over New 
Georgia, Bougainville and Rabaul.

Messkits as Markers. 


At the beginning of the war. 
aluminum propellers were upended 
in the ground at the head of each 
flyer’s grave. But now aluminum 
is being conserved, and baser met- 
al is used for the grave markers. 
Most inscriptiong, however, still 
are graved in aluminum—the tops 
of messkits, known as “meat cans.” 
These aluminum plaques are nailed 
or wired to the crosses, and they 
will be sent home with the ashes 
after the war, if requested by the 
next of kin, 


Guadalcanal Street was estab- 
lished by the Marines during a 
lull in the fighting last October. 
It has been taken over by the 
Army Quartermaster. The original 
plot has been filled and an addi- 
tion has been opened. Nearby is 
a third, and smaller, plot ' in which 
a few dozen Japanese officers are 
buried under green crosses, marked 
simply “Officers enemy dead.” 
Some distance away is a common 
burial ground known as Bloody 
Point. There hundreds of Jap- 
anese are interred without mark- 
ers. 


In the entire Guadalcanal cam- 
paign the Japanese are estimated 
to have lost from 45,000 to 60,000, 
including -.thousands who were 
drowned offshore when the Ameri- 
cans wrecked enemy transports. 
American marines and soldiers in 
Guadalcanal Street number less 
than 1500, but this figure, of course, 
does not include losses at sea in 
the Savo Islands battles. 


‘Known Only to God.’ 


American flyers killed months 
ago are being found in remote 
jungles and brought to Guadal- 
canal Street for burial. One such 
grave is marked “Unknown flyer” 
and bears the inscription: 

Here lies in glory 
An American flyer 
Known only to God. 

The young soldier, still in his 
teens, who drove me to the ceme- 
tery was quite impressed by this 
inscription and asked: “Has he 
been identified as the unknown 
flyer?” 

“Yes, he has been identified as 
unknown,” the caretaker assured 
the inquiring lad. 


Even in death our heroic dead, 
have not left the battle field. 
Grassy, treeless Guadalcanal Street 
is only a few miles from the point 
where the Marines first landed 
nearly a year ago and from the 
coconut plantations where shat- 
tered trees still bear scar from the 
Japanese shelling. 

A Japanese flyer recently 
dropped a bomb which fell, with 
fine impartiality, between the 
graves of American and enemy 
dead. It did no damage. 

But there ig no impartiality in 
the minds of Americans who con- 
template the meaning of those 
hundreds of graves in Guadalcanal 
Street. Such contemplation in- 
tensifies the fierce desire for mass 
revenge upon the Japanese—the 
desire to do as much damage as 
possible and to do it immediately.

Pacific Offensive. 

The Allied—chiefly American— 
offensive jn the Southwest Pacific 
opened Wednesday, June 30, along 
a 700-mile arc, ending the dead- 
lock that had persisted in that 
theater since the Allies cleared 
the last Japanese from Guadal- 
canal and mopped up the Papua 
area of New Guinea in January 
and February. Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur was in supreme command 
of the new operation, which drew 
on the naval, ground and air 
forces of Admiral William F. Hal- 
sey’s South Pacific command as 
well as MacArthur’s own Ameri- 
can-Australian-British forces. 


The attack took the form of a 
pincers directed toward bagil, 
on New Britain, the main Japanese 
base in the island chains south of 
the Equator. It was strongly in- 
dicated that the immediate objec- 
tive was to seize air bases from 
which Allied fighters could carry 
several hundred miles further 
north the umbrella necessary for 
attacks on more important enemy- 
held territory such as New Britain. 
The ultimate objectives were not 
disclosed but many believed these 
might lie well beyond Rabaul and 
that the operation now under way 
might develop into the right claw 
of a huge’ pincers which might 
catch the the Japanese in the 
South Seas between the Americans 
in the Pacific and the British in 
the Bay of Bengal. 

The eastern wing of the Allied 
attack was thrown at dawn 
Wednesday against the New Geor- 
gia group in the Central Solomons, 
Rendova, just off the main island 
of New Georgia, was quickly 
seized, its garrison destroyed and 
heavy guns emplaced within two 
hours after debarkment. These 
immediately began shelling the 
enemy’s big air base at Munda on 
the main island, which the Allies 
apparently intend to turn to their 
own use. Viru Harbor, on: the 
main island, was seized after bitter 
fighting. 


Japs Strike Back. 


The Japanese struck back, First 
came the planes. In savage air 
battles over the New Georgia area 
123 enemy planes, torpedo bomb- 
ers, dive bombers, fighters, were 
destroyed. The Allies lost 25 
planes but 10 of the pilots were 
saved. 

Then the Japanese Navy had its 
try. A small cruiser and destroy- 
er force tried to bombard Rendova 
but American surface vessels 
quickly put it to flight. One of 
the main purposes of the offensive 
was to compel the Japanese fleet 
to come out and fight and it was 
an American hope that this skirm- 
ish would’ prove the prelude to 
something, much bigger. But at 
the week end the big ships appar- 
ently had not intervened.

and the landing of an American 
force at Nassau Bay, just below 
the big enemy base at Salamaua, 
on New Guinea's northeastern 
coast. By the week end this con- 
tingent had effected a junction 
with veteran Australian jungle 
fightérs who had driven toward 
the coast from the Mubo area, jn- 
land. Other Australian columns

Mediterranean War. 

The softening up of Italy and 
her islands for invasion continued 
with devastating power although 
toward the end of the week there 
appeared to be a slight slackening 
of the tempo of attack. But 
Sicily’s chief cities, Messina and 
Palermo, and her air bases were 
hammered again and again by 
American and British planes of all 
types, while on Sardinia, Cagliari 
and the air fields received a like 
drubbing. Most of this was done 
from bases in Tunisia and Algeria 
and on Malta. 

Big planes from the Middle East 
command, mostly American Lib- 
erators, paid chief attention to the 
Italian mainland, especially the 
regions around Naples and Ta- 
ranto, More than 100 Flying For- 
tresses smashed the naval base at 
Leghorn, on the west coast above 
Rome, 

One ‘highlight of the week was 
a Liberator raid on the Eleusis and 
Hasani airfields, near Athens, fol- 
lowing the previous week's raid on 
Salonika. 


Raids on Europe. 


The air offensive from Britain 
against Germany and Western 
Europe, failed to match the de- 
structive punch of the previous 
week although Cologne was 
scourged with a 2000-ton raid Mon- 
day night. This roused German 
propaganda to its shrillest reac- 
tion of the war. Charges that the 
bombers had destroyed the mag- 
nificent Cologne Cathedral were 
mingled with dark, vague threats 
of vengeance to come. 

A pause near the week end sug- 
gested that the big bombers of 
both the Royal Air Force and the 
American Eighth Air Force were 
being prepared for heavier blows 
than any yet delivered. Neverthe- 
less during the week the American 
Flying Fortresses managed to get 
in two effective attacks, on St. 
Nazaire, the U-boat base on the 
French coast, and Le Mans, rail- 
way and war industry center in 
Northwestern France, ' 


Other Fronts. 

There still was no sign of the 
expected 1943 Nazi offensive on 
the Russian front. The mystery 
of the German command's inten- 
tions deepened; the suggestion 
that it had abandoned offensive 
plans gained wider credence, 

In China the Japanese threw 
reinforcements into the battle be- 
Yangtze River and 
Tungting Lake to stem the Chi- 
nese drive which has nearly cleared 
the enemy from his conquests of 
the spring. As China approached 
the end of her sixth year of war 
her position seemed stronger and

We haven’t completely 
stopped the Japanese raids of Chi- 
nese towns. That is for the future.” 

Among airmen honored today 
was Capt. Tzang Hsi-la, first Chi- 
nese air officer to be decorated by 
the United States Air Forces in 
China. He was awarded the Silver 
Star by Lieut. Gen. Joseph Stil- 
well for going to the rescue of an 
American pilot whose plane was 
badly damaged. Tzang shot down 
the Zero which was fighting the 
crippled American plane. 


14 PLANES DOWNED IN JUNE 
BY BRITISH NIGHT FIGHTERS 


LONDON, Sunday, July 4 (AP).— 
Royal Air Force night fighters 
shot down 14 German planes over 
the Continent during June, their 
best month since they began their 
nocturnal thrusts, the Air Ministry 
announced today. 

In the past two and one half 
years the night fighters have de- 
stroyed nearly 100 Nazi planes, in 
addition to bombing and shooting 
up the enemy’s rail and sea trans- 
port from Denmark to Southwest- 
ern France, it was said.

The kind of day 
‘you see in advertisements for air 
travel back at home, The forma- 
tion was flying toward St. Nazaire 
and the air was very clear. They 
could see the little towns on the 
ground, they said. Then the flak 
came up, they said, and some 
Messerschmitts parked off out of 
range and began to pot at them 
with their cannofi. They didn’t 
know where the Fortress up ahead 
was hit. Probably in the controls, 
because they did not see her break 
up at all. 

They all agree that what hap- 
pened seemed to happen very 
slowly. The Fortress slowly nosed 
up and up until she tried to climb 
vertically and, of course, she 
couldn't do that. Then she slipped 
in slow motion, backing like a 
falling leaf, and she balanced for 
a while and then her nose edged 
over and she started, nose down, 
for the ground.

lost. They stayed with the ship 
too long and then—the ship was 
so far down that they could hardly 
see it.

Ground Men Sweat It Out. 


Beside the No. 1 hangar there 
is a little mound of earth covered 
with short, heavy grass. At 12:15 
the ground men begin to congre- 
gate on it and sweat out the 
homecoming. Rumor comes with 
the crew chief that they have re- 
ported, but it is rumor. A small 
dog, which might be a gray scottie 
if his ears didn’t hang down and 
his tail bend the wrong way, comes 
to sit on the little mound.

And here they come. You can 
just see the dots far to the south.

“Can 
you see her number? Who is 
she?” The lead ship drops alti- 
tude and comes in straight for 
the field. From her side two little 
rockets break, a red one and a 
white one. The ambulance, they 
call it the meat wagon, starts 
down the runway. There is a hurt 
man on that ship. 

The main formation comes over 
the field and each ship peels to 
circle for a landing, but the lone 
ship drops and the wheels strike 
the ground and the Fortress lands 
like a great bug on the runway.

NEW YORK, July 3 (AP).— 
Eighty-nine economists agree that 
Federal taxes must be increased 
sharply and that compulsory sav- 
ings should be enacted at once. 

Neither is a particularly new 
idea, but the fact that 89 econ- 
omists, most of them specialists 
in the fields of public finance, 
money and business cycles, can 
agree on a program to combat in- 
flation—even a brief four-point 
program—is something. 

Prof. Frank D. Graham of 
Princeton, with the help of Prof. 
Albert Gailord Hart of Iowa State 
College, sent a memorandum on 
“Adequate War Taxation,” collated 
the replies and drew up recom- 
mendations to which 89 of those 
who replied could subscribe. 

45 Billion In Taxes. 

The Federal tax bill is approxi- 
mately 33 billion dollars. In the 
memorandum which started the 
discussions, the suggestion was 
made that the annual rate should 
be at least 45 billions. This does 
not appear in the final recom- 


mendation of the 89 economists, 
and Graham said that was mainly 
because so many of them felt that

“The sides of inflation con- 
trol which so far have been the 
focus of popular attention—price 
control in particular—are means 
for dealing with the results of .in- 
flation. We obviously shall have 
far*less difficulty with the results 
of inflation if we control its cause, 
which lies in the huge excess of 
Federal -expenditures over Federal 
revenues.

It must be emphasized that the 
taxes payable to the Government 
in fiscal 1942-43 under the revenue 
act of 1942 do not exceed what the 
Tieasury proposed as a minimum 
in March, 1942—at a time when 
expenditure estimates for the fis- 
cal year 1942-43 were 20 to 25 bil- 
lion dollars below present esti- 
mates.... 

“It is feared in some quarters 
that heavier taxation of the sort 
we recommend will involve the 
country in needless hardships. 
This fear is groundless. It would 
be nearer the truth to say that 
failuré to levy much heavier taxes 
will have this effect. Irrespective

“My gun is here,” he used to say, pointing to his head. “I: am ; 


my own bullet.” 

A pistol bullet is a tiny, harmless thing whose deadliness de- 
pends entirely on the speed with which it strikes. And like a 
bullet, occasionally Adam Worth did strike with his fists, knocking 
@ut big and muscular opponents. But he was always careful to 
hit them in their soft stomachs lest his fragile knuckles shatter 
against the heavy bones of their faces. 

Just as there is always a flaw in the perfect crime, if one can 
only find it/so there was one flaw in this perfect criminal—senti- 
sag, ei love only a good and law-abiding woman, which 
presented him with an almost impossible situation. 
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HE modern gangster, knowing better than to attempt such 
T: life, contents himself with “molls” no better than he is. 

Worth must have known that he should have done the same, 
but love was the one element his brilliant mind could not shape 
to his plans. He had to take it as it came and it came all wrong. 

Adam was born in Cambridge, Mass., in 1844. His German 
father seems to have had all the makings of a domineering Nazi, 
but nevertheless he migrated from his native Prussia to America 
end arrived a frustrated, exasperated man, on account of just one 
thing. He was too short to measure up to the standard of tall 
men, which still remained from the day of Frederick the Great. 

Since, as the Bible points out, he could not, by giving thought, 
add so much as one cubit to his stature, Worth did the next best 
thing. He married a strapping, big American woman, hoping to 
console himself with a son of at least average size. 

It was a natural enough love match. Hating his own small- 
ness, he loved her bigness but, alas, she presented him with a 
baby boy of less than six pounds. 

Little Adam remained little all his days, apparently always 
undersized. 

The boy’s parents seem not to have realized they had any- 
thing more than an undersized but overactive problem child, 
There is no evidence that he was born with criminal tendencies 
and he might well have become an Astor, Vanderbilt or Gould had 
he devoted himself to some legitimate career and if a series of 
accidental happenings had not turned his energies toward crime. 

Most boys turn to crime because they are too dull to get along 
in school but Adam easily excelled and, as far as scholarship is 
concerned, might have become a Harvard professor. 

The first thing that turned him to the left was a penny. One 
day his father gave him two cents. In those days the American 
penny was bigger than today and it also had a bigger purchasing 
value, so it was no mean gift. : 

The important thing about Adam’s pennies was that both were 
worn and dull, which in no way reduced the amount of candy 
they would buy at the candy store. 

An older and much bigger schoolmate showed him a shining, 
freshly-minted one. 

“I'll give you my nice new penny for your two old ones,” he 
said to Adam. 

Adam jumped.at the bargain. It could not have been because 
he was unintelligent. On the contrary, he was precocious and it 
would seem, up to that time, neither dishonest nor tricky. What

ANY times we wakeup feeling swell and would like to keep

“Brownie” with as much ac- 
curacy as affection.

He is the sort of 
person men consult, women coddle, 
and children climb all over despite 
the formidable crease in his pow- 
der blue trousers. After 40 fame-

Ring Lardner, Booth Tarkington, 
Arthur Train; Clarence Budding- 
ton Kelland and Rose Franken, he 
is still so self-effacing that you 
can scarcely get him to talk about 
himself without twisting his arm. 


Happily, though somewhat shyly 
at first, he discusses movies

ILTON BACON, the yarn- 
MM crinner and homespun philoso- 

pher who competes weekly 
with the soap operas of the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System for the 
ears of daytime radio listeners, 
doubts that many in Pacific, Mis- 
souri, his birthplace, will remem- 
ber him but he is fairly certain 
that he will be recalled distinctly 
in Carthage where he obtained his 
first job and set the place on fire, 
unfortunately not with his en- 
thusiasm but with matches, 


He was a printer’s devil on the 
old Carthage Democrat at the time, 
and after he accidentally fired the 
establishment the publisher re- 
taliated in kind, terminating what 
might have been a brilliant Bacon 
career in journalism. The proprie- 
tor was particularly irritated by 
the fact that his publication was 
temporarily suspended and the 
rival newspaper took advantage of 
the opportunity to coin the bright- 
est headlines of the year: “The 
Devil Starts a Fire.” Thus Bacon 
literally burned himself out at an 
early age. 


He recalls with a chuckle that 
it wasn’t his sole experience with 
matches during his brief but ex- 
citing career with the Carthage 
Democrat. Curtis Betts, for many 
years State Political Editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, then was the editor 
of the newspaper. One night, 
Betts sent young Bake to the rail- 
road station to pick up a dispatch 
from the telegrapher, arming him 
with a $5 bill in event the story 
had been wired collect. The dis- 
patch proved to be an account of 
the assasination of President Mc- 
Kinley. Charges had been paid by 
the sender. 

Excited by the importance of his 
mission and fearful of the shadows 
as he hastened through the dark 
to his office, Bake clutched the 
money firmly in one hand and the 
folded sheets of his vital dispatch 
in the other. In the words of the 
Postal Service, neither rain, nor 
snow, nor sleet, nor dark of night 
would have a Chinaman’s chance 
of delaying this intrepid messen- 
ger in the swift completion of his 
appointed rounds, With startling 
suddenness, a tree trunk material- 
ized into a man who said: “Son- 
ny, you got a match?” which so 
unstrung our young hero that he 
released his hold on the $5 bill 
and it fluttered among the au- 
tumn leaves. 

“T ran like hell,” Bacon recount- 
ed, “and when I got back to the 
office with the story, which I felt 
I had brought through in the finest 
tradition of journalism virtually at 
the risk of my life, Betts pulled 
the copy out of my hand and de- 
manded the company’s money. I

Grace Stansfield in Rochdale in 
Lancashire. Gracie’s family was 
so poor that Gracie herself started 
singing very early to add the color 
of pennies to the drabness of the 
Stansfield poverty.

By this time, Father Stansfield 
was on his feet and asked ,Gracie 
to come home, She did, but not 
for long. The job she got in a tex- 
tile factory she lost within a few 
weeks because she spent most of

Everything worked out for the 
best, however, for Gracie landed 
on her feet in a pantomime in 1914 
as the Princess of Morocco in 
“Dick Whittington.” Next she was 
cast in a little show to tour the 
provinces, It did so well—undoubt- 
edly because Gracie had the big- 


gest part—that soon it was taken 
to London, and there Gracie made 
her first hit. 

Other hits followed in rapid 
succession. By 1928 she had been 
asked to give a command per- 
formance for the late King George 
and Queen Mary. 

To Gracie, acting is still the best 
job in the world—even after so 
many years of it. 

“T like the stage the best,” she 
said, “I can feel more fresh and 
easy with an audience. I never get 
bored and I never know quite what 
I’m going to do next. Me conductor 
is the one to worry as I jump 
around, After rehearsing one way, 
I am just as likely to change if 
the feel of the audience makes 
me want to vary the routine, 

“You see, I'm enjoying meself, 
and when I feel the audience is, 
too, then all is fine. But touch 
wood, When the audiences get 
bored—why, then I'll just have to 
stop!” 

From where we stand, that looks 
like a long way away—especially 
for England's best ambassador of 
good will to America!

first became obvious. It was a 
rough, tough man who could say

Shortly after the depression 
caused a certain amount of.har- 
dening of the heart and arteries 
in the ranks of members of the 
upper brackets, Bacon began look- 
ing around for a more profitable 
field. By that time, he was spe- 
cializing in selling insurance in 
units of from $50,000 up and many 
prospective clients in this class 
were eliminating themselves by 
jumping out of windows which 
made them poor risks even if they 
weren’t broke. 


So he approached a Cincinnati 
broadcasting station with a sug~ 
gestion for a local program en- 


titled “Apples With Salt,” a salute 
to his old Pacific practice of sea- 
soning the fruit in favorite farmer 
fashion. Later, his program be- 
came: “Cities Worth While and 
Folks Worth Knowing,” sort of an 
oral combination of Eddie Guest 
and Ernie Pyle stressing the im- 
portance of the lesser communities 
and sprinkling corn on the heart- 
strings with tales and anecdotes 
about the deeds of obscure people. 


On one of these broadcasts he 
saluted Aurora, Indiana,and Elmer 
Davis, then a Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System news commentator and 
native of Aurora, heard it.

In the 
Corn 
Belt 


UR St. Louis back yards are 
0* in the corn belt. All over 

town, I’ve seen the luxuriant 
green stalks waving in the breeze 
and heard gardeners boast about 
the treat they expect for supper 
some evening soon. One firat- 
timer on the South Side takes the 
prize, I think. His rows of golden 
bantam, planted early in May, 
stand 4 to 4% feet high now. Each 
stalk has two, sometimes three, 
good-sized ears. His second plant- 
ing stands about 2% feet high, the 
third is 10 inches up and then 
there is a space that looks like 
bare earth. “Just planted it yes- 
terday,” he told me, “it will be com- 
ing up in three or four days now.” 


Golden bantam certainry deserves 
the “Victory Garden E” for a swell 
job in our backyard food produc- 
tion campaigns. It has lived up to 
all expectations in quick maturing, 
hardiness and ear bearing. Any 
time now and on up to the end of 
July, you can plant, so if you have 
the space look up the planting di- 
rections and get started. 

“Suckering” corn and the insects 
that attack corn, top the question 
list of many gardeners. Let's get , 
them settled, so that our plantings 
ean do their bit in grand style.

“Suckers” on the corn are those 
shoots that come up at the soil 
level and along the stalk, send- 
ing out groups of succulent 
green leaves. At first they may 
fool you into thinking that the 
ears are developing, but they 
soon show their proper colors 
and turn into a sort of side 
branch. Rarely do they bear 
ears, though it does sometimes 
happen. 


x *« * 


@THE QUESTION of whether to 
snap the “suckers” off from the 
stalk, has brought on just as many 
arguments as the tomato staking 
problem. The weight of evidence, 
and my own system, is to “sucker” 
only if I can get around to,the job, 
when the stalks are not more than 
12 inches high, the suckers atill 
tiny offshoots. Snapping off the 
suckers at this stage tends to de- 
velop a sturdier stalk and earlier 
ear maturity. Later, suckering 
may reduce yield by robbing the 
plant of too large a proportion of 
its food-manufacturing leafage. 
Now for the two insect pests 
that are plotting against our corn 
crops at this time. The European 
Corn Borer is the worst. In the 
adult stage, it is a rather drab 
looking inch-size brownish moth 
that lays its pearly colored eggs 
in the axils or on the undersides 
of the corn leaves. Croups of five 
to 50 eggs are laid at a time s0 
that, though they are pin-point 
size, individually the clusters aren "t 
so hard to spot. If your eyesight 
J good and your corn plot is small, 
go on the hunt for the egg clus- 
ters about every three days, and 
erush them. 
eR 

‘ RRotenone, which some of our 
seed stores now have on hand, 
is good for controlling the corn 
borer, according to the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture. With a cloth bag, or some 
sort of insecticide powder gun, 
use the Rotenone so that it forms 
a fine cloud-like dust. Then it 
will get to the tiny caterpillars 
that hatch from the eggs, be- 
fore they get a chance to chew 
their way into the stalks.

@ FARMERS find it almost im- 
possible to “bring the other corn 
insect to terms, but city growers 
can win easy victory over the corn 
ear worm. It is the green or 
brownish: caterpillar that’s a usual 
find on the juicy kernels inside the 
best looking husks that you buy 
a: the store. 

There’s choice of three ways to 
control the ear worm in our small 
plantings. Again, we have the gov- 
ernment “go ahead” for the use of 
Rotenone, to be used as a dust on 
the ear silks three or four times 
and about three or four days apart. 
Another tactic is to use mineral oil 
with a dropper. For this system, 
just go along your corn rows, insert 
the dropper into the tip of the 
ear and squeeze out three or four 
drops of the oil. 

Last year I used what I call the 
barber-shop method and it was 4a 
simple success. With my garden 
scissors I'd go through the rows 
every three or four days and snip 
off the silks that had been out 
for more than a day. By the time 
the silks have been exposed for a 
day in the sun, the kernels have 
been pollinated. Then the silks 
are no longer necessary to good 
ear formation; they’re just invit- 
ing nurseries for the ear worm 
caterpillars. Two clippings of the 
silks and the third clipping down 
to the husk tip, make this barber 
shop system a good control. 

By the way, a side dressing of 
liquid fertilizer is usually a big 
boost to good ear production on 
the corn. If you didn’t try it on 
your early plantings, make the 
comparison test with the late seed- 
ings. The right time for all tonic 
is between the time the corn 
comes up and before it is eight 
finches high. Use a pound of the 
victory garden fertilizer to a gal- 
lon of water, for a 50-foot row. 
Just pour the liquid into a shallow 
furrow alongside the row and 
about four inches away from the 


plants.

One-piece dinners go back 
to the most ancient of cooking 
times—in the homes of our an- 
cestors back in the forests of Eng- 
land and Central Europe, the iron 
pot or the stone-ware oven dish 
held all the ingredients for the 
meal and they were cooked up to- 
gether. In pioneer days in Amer- 
ica, the iron kettle hung from the 
crane in the fireplace supplied the 
meat and vegetables in comfort- 
able eating form while the ashes 
below provided the baking spot. 
Today the iron pot is as import- 
ant as it was in the olden days— 
but the modern baking dish and 
casserole have come as modern 
atiributes—and excellent they are. 
There are scores and scores of 
one-pot mixtures—and each one 
will suggest to you another one of 
your own creation. And while the 
busy housewife will appreciate the 
time saving element, the men folks 
will relish these hearty, all in- 
clusive creations. 
For a Bohemian Potte Beef, you 
need an iron kettle with a metal 
floor rack, or a roasting pan with 
a rack, in each case with a good 
lid. For four hungry mortals, get 
a two pound chuck of beef—rump 
or round is best. Start by. putting 
the meat into any sort of frying 
pan with some hot bacon fat and 
giving it a good browning on all 
sides. And brown means really 
brown. That insures the good 
brown gravy which is an import- 
ant part of this dish.

When browned place the meat 
in the kettle or roasting pan and 
pour the dripplings over it. And 
then add to your kettle a cupful 
of sliced onions, a cupful of to- 
matoes, four or five czrrots, sev- 
eral stalks of celery, salt and 

' pepper, and water to cover. 
Optional, but very helpful, is a 
cup of dry red wine. Also, if you 
would be truly Bohemian, in- 
clude some raisins. Last of all, 
add as many potatoes as you 
want to eat, peeling and cutting 
in halves lengthwise.

@ NOW SEE that the lid is on 
tight, that the oven is set low— 
about 275 degrees—and forget all 
about it for about three hours. If 
you must peek, it won't hurt, 
neither wil it help. When the meat 
is tender, remove to a hot platter, 
place the vegetabls round and 
about, thicken the gravy with a 
little butter and flour, pour some 
over the meat and the rest in a 
side dish—and dinner is ready,

Incidentally, if you like you 
can lay strips of bacon over the 
beef, but that is merely a luxury 
these days. Nothing more is 
needed but bread and butter if 
you have any. If butter is scarce, 
pour gravy over slices of bread. 
Any cold vegetable salad is per- 
fect and chilled fruit is fine to 
finish the meal. Note how much 
your victory garden can contrib- 
ute.

TUDIOS have deceived the fans so many times since sound 
came in by insisting that stars do their own singing in mu- 
sicals when, in actuality, voice doubles handle the job, that

Even though an actor happens to 
possess a pretty fair singing voice, the 
studio will invariably substitute an- 
other and better one—and then neglect 
to point out in the advertising that a 
double is being used. With practiced 
lip co-ordination and expert dubbing,’ 
only the studio smarties can detect 
the fake from the real things. 

Following release of “Coney Island,” 
and the very delightful singing cred- 
ited therein to Betty Grable, letters 
are pouring in from the fans asking if 
Betty actually sang those songs. The 
studio insists that she did. So does 
Betty. Nevertheless, some fans will 
still doublt. They've been misled too

many times in the past. 

First big voice “expose” to blast the film business occurred 
five years ago,when Jack Haley was credited with singing several 
beautiful songs in “Wake Up and Live.” Haley's film career was 
on the decline at the time, but he came back to popularity with 
a bang on the strength of that crooning. Then it was divulged 
that a fellew named Buddy Clark had substituted for him. After 
that letdown the fans promised themselves never to believe too 
. much about song credits. 

The voice doubling busiriess has brought up some funny incl- 
dents. The rise of Victor Mature dates back to his teaming with 
Rita Hayworth in “My Gal Sal.” It will be recalled that Vic appar- 
ently sang several duets with Rita. The fans thought Vic’s voice 
great. But the big genius man let the cat out of the bag a short 
time later. In an interview he declared he was fearful of hig film 
future because “My voice double has just joined the army.” 

When the script of “Sun Valley Serenade” called for Lynn 
Bari to sing three songs, no one bothered to find out if Lynn, a 
quiet, retiring soul, could sing. They just went ahead and — 
for a voice double. Later the same double was used for Lynn 
in a subsequent movie in which she was supposed to sing. A short 
time ago, however, it became known, quite by accident, that the 
reticent Miss Bari is the possessor of a beautiful singing voice, a 
much finer singing voice than that of the double who subbed for 
her. The studio would like to introduce Miss Bari’s real singing 
voice, but it can't. She's been song-typed by her double!

MERICAN citizens of Japanese 
ancestry have found employ- 
ment or opportunity to continue 

studies in St. Louis. Their presence in 
St. Louis and the adjustment they are 
making, is a testimonial to pioneer 
work in human and racial relations of 
the War Relocation Authority, sponsors 
of the relocation movement of these 
Americans, and to the good will, com- 
mon sense and democracy of the gen- 
eral American community in solving 
their problems. 

The problem, as everybody knows, 
was begun with the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor by the Japanese enemy. At 
that time, because of possible Fifth 
Column activities on the West Coast, 
and rumors of bombardment or inva- 
sion dttempts by Japan, evacuc- 
tion of all Japanese and Americans of 
Japanese descent from West Coast mili- 
tary zones was decided on by the Gov- 
ernment. This move, not calculated 
to reflect on the loyalty of American 
citizens, reflected rather the belief that 
total preparedness was a factor which 
had to over-ride considerations of 
individuals. 

The evacuation to War Relocation 
Centers throughout the nation of some 
110,000 persons of Japanese descent, 
waa accomplished with the long dis- 
tance view of eventually returning 
them to normal life in their usual vo- 
cations and studies elsewhere in the 


country. 
Some 150 Americans of Japanese 
descent are in St. Louis from relocation 
centers, re-established in normal living. 
They fall into four chief categories: 
Agricultural workers; professional peo-

and domestic workers. Possessed, ac-

cer, E. G. Kennedy, of almost all the 
rights of full citizenship here and na- 
tionally, their attitude is cheerful and 
hopeful. More than half of them are 
Christians, agen now to churches 
here, and mix in St. Louis’ social and 
economic life. Students at Washington 
University and elsewhere are, as their 
spokesmen say, ‘Like any other kids 
our age.” They dance, read books, at- 
tend concerts and popular night spots, 
go in for club and “Y” work and do 
eir share of dating. 

The one right of citizenship still] de- 
nied the Americans of Japanese de- 
scent is the privilege of being in the 
military draft lists, and it is thought that 
this will soon be extended them. They 
are, of course, eligible as volunteers 
for the Armed Services, and with 9000 
Americans of Japanese blood in the 
Army, most of the families and individ- 
uals here have relatives or friends in 
service. 

The files of the relocation office here 
show many more applications for work- 
ers in some categories by would-be em- 
ployers than there are workers avail- 
able. Americans of Japanese descent 
do not like to be referred to as Japan- 
ese. As Miss Setsuko Matsunaga, stu- 
dent at Washington University, sum- 
med it up: “When people ask me 
am I a Japanese, I always tell them | 
am an American of Japanese descent.” 
And people here, said Miss Matsunaga, 
have been wonderful in understanding 
this very important distinction.

eatest number of births 
in the history * the city was recorded in the first 
five months of 1943. In cities and in rural areas 
all over the land, babies—literally thousands ev- 
ery day—are being born in numbers breaking all 
revious’ records. Last year oximately 3,- 
000 babies were born in the United States, a 
ratio of 21 per thousand of population. In St. 
Louis 19,981 babies were born in 1942; this is a 
record high of approximately 3000 over the pre- 
ceding year. But the end is not yet. Indications 
are that this year will bring an even bigger crop 
of infants in St. Louis. Figures for the first five 
months of this year show 8286 new births as 
against 6570 for the same period last . So 
Ciologists attempting to analyze the boom, 
which is straining the country’s medical facilities 
to the utmost, have said that the two motivating 
factors are an increased, per capita national in- 
come and the great number of wartime marriages. 
In addition there is one all-important factor whose 
influence they recognize, but whose subtle, per- 
vasive effects cannot be completely anal or 
understood. Millions believe that the world o 
today is no fit place for children.

N EXPERIMENTS in which the bodies of turkeys and chickens were used as 
artillery shot to simulate an air hazard of long standing, a ‘bird-proof” 
windshield glass for airplanes has been successfully evolved by the Civil 


Aeronautics Administration after months of work in laboratories of the West- 


inghouse Electric and Manufacturing Company in Pittsburgh. The new air- 
plane windshield, of a club sandwich design of strong glass and resilient 
plastic which is acclaimed as an important new achievement in air safety, 
will withstand the impact of birds weighing 15 pounds smashing into it at 
velocities of 200 miles per hour or more. Until now the windshields used in 
transport planes, somewhat similar to those in automobiles, consisted of two 
layers of glass with a thin plastic filling which shattered under the impact of 
15-pound birds at speeds under 100 miles per hour. The Windshield experi- 
ment was undertaken because of mysterious airplane crashes which could be 
explained in no other way than that birds had smashed through the wind- 
shield, blinding or stunning the pilot. nag

The work of preparation was started imme- 
diately.. The automobile machinery in the 
plant, which could not be used, was dismantled 
and put elsewhere. It was replaced by new and 
different equipment. A specialized laboratory 
was installed and staffed with engineers, metal- 
lurgists, and technicians drawn from our 
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widely divetsified staff, Production executives 
and specialists were also selected from our own 
personnel, While the factory was being pre- 
pared for production, the Frankford arsenal 
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Tanks . . . Tank Engines . .

assisted the training of these production spe- 
cialists who, in turn, were to train the workers 
and supervise the operation of the many de- 
partments of the plant. 


The first finished ammunition produced in 
this newly organized plant went on test in 
May, 1942. The cartridge cases were then 
made of brass. Brass is an extremely vital war 
material. Could steel be used instead? Could 
steel be worked over the machinery and tools 
that were provided for the use of brass? Could 
the steel be treated to withstand the corrosion

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of a long sea voyage and to resist successfully — 


the humidity of the tropics and the sub-zero 
temperatures of the Arctic? The U. S. Army 
Ordnance Department — and our own engi- 
neers, metallurgists and technicians believed 
it could. More engineering talent — this time 
chemists — were added to the laboratory staff 
and the larger and more complete Chrysler 
Corporation’s laboratories, in Detroit, were 
also directed to the solution of this problem. 

The first of the new steel casings were made 
in’ the month of August, 1942. They were 
pretty good. Then began severe testing, — 
spraying with wet salt air, burying in salty 
mud mafshes washed by the tide,—storing in 
hot damp rooms and open exposure to the

weather, — plating with lacquer, copper, cad- 
mium, nickel, chrome, zinc, silver, lead—dip- 
ping in dichromate, sealing with plastics. A 
vast cycle of experiments were tried and tested 
and the results compared. From all this effort 
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“THOUSANDS PER 
MINUTE” 


came a standardized product made of steel, 
and approved for use on all the battle fronts. 


The making of this ammunition is really the 
art of producing many pieces rapidly—many 
thousands per minute, every day, 6 days a 
week, Ninety-nine operations are performed 
to take each piece of ammunition from the 
lead, steel and powder stage to the formed, 
loaded, tested and packed, finished article — 
ready to shoot,— with every piece perfect in 


shape, finish, and firing efficiency. 


We have made our first billion of this steel 
ammunition. Not that this is a top record for 
ammunition making but, to us, it is a mile- 
stone passed on the road to Victory. We will 
pass the second and third billion with much 
less emotion but we really got a thrill out of 
joining the ranks of the important producers 
of ammunition. 3 


With this change to steel we release, with 
every billion rounds, thousands of tons of
